GIBBONS DELAYS 
ASYLUM REPORT. 


Judge Refuses to Sign Docn- 
ment Prepared by Other 
Members of the State 
Charity Board. 


SAY IT'S A WHITEWASH. 


Protective’ Agency Committee- 
men Accuse Investigators of. 
Closing Eyes to Kan- 
kakee Evils. 


The state board of charities ran against 
a snag yesterday in formulating its report 
of the Kankakee insane asylum investiga- 
tion. 

Before the board met, J. Mack Tanner 
announced the work would take an hour. 
After an all day session the report was not 
completed, and the time for making it pub- 
lic was set for next week. 

It appeared during the discussion that 
Judge Gibbons was not as pliable as had 
been hoped, and demanded several conces- 
sions before he would agree to sign the 
report. 

In the meantime the executive committee 
of the Protective Agency for Women and 
Children held a meeting during the morn- 
ing and indorsed a report made to it by Mrs. 
Anna Lowell Greely, its first vice presi- 
dent, and Maud Parcelis, its agent, who 
represented it at the asylum investigation. 


; Calls It a Whitewash. 

“This report, in holding the asylum manager 
responsible for the birth of children in the 
asylum, scored the state board of charities 
for the manner in which the investigation 
was conducted, saying: 

“The meetings of the state board of char- 
ities for the purpose of investigating alleged 
abuses were astonishing to us: 

“On account of the absolute indifference 
displayed by the majority of the board as to 
the existence of abuses; ee 

“On account of its resolute determination 
to exclude evidence where it was possible to 
do so on any technical ground; 

*On account of {ts apparent intention 
from the first to find no fault with the man- 
agement of the hospital and to make as little 
as might be of any damaging evidence which 
could not be set aside. 

“ There was a manifest disposition to doubt 
the motives of all witnesses giving adverse 
testimony and a readiness to accept any sug- 
Sestion *that they had left the institution 
under a cloud” 

“ It is difficult to discriminate between the 
State board of charities and the trustees of 
the asylum because of their evident sym- 
pathy and harmony of purpose.” 


Gibbons Firm on Retirement. 

Before the meeting of the state board of 
charities at the Great Northern hotel in 
the morning a strong effort was made by 
members of the board to discredit the story 
that Judge Gibbons had decided to resign 
from the board. The judge, however, per- 
sonally vouched for the correctness of the 
report, saying he probably would quit the 
board when his judicial duties begin, in 
about two weeks. ‘ 

“You will not quit until the asylum in- 
quiry is completed?’ wasasked of him, 

“ No,” was the answer. ‘I will not quit 
under fire.’’ 


J. Mack Tanner “‘ Explains.” 

During the afternoon J. Mack Tanner ge-. 
clared that the reason Miss Julia Lathrop | 
had resigned from the board was. because 
she had been disappointed in not securing 
office. 

“It was not because she objected to me 
individually as secretary of the board, but 
because she wanted the place for herself,’’ 
said he. | 

When Miss Lathrop was told of this last 
evening she laughed and said: 

“Iam afraid I cannot dignify so ridiculous 
a story by taking the trouble to deny it.” 


: Long and Livély Session. 

*The precise terms of the report which Tan- 
ner is credited with having brought to Chi- 
cago with him from Springfield yesterday 
morning are not known. The members of 
the board kept their deliberations well to 
themselves, but it is safe to say that the 
meeting was a lively one and that Judge 
Gibbons was the objecting member. The 
“hour” Which Tanner had given the board 
to do its work stretched into three, then a 
Trecess was taken and later there was an- 
other ldng session. , 

. * Jayne Speaks for the Board. 

In the evening President Jayne said: 

‘** We have agreed on a skeleton of a re- 
port, but it will have to be written out and 
submitted to the members and the governor 
for their approval before it can be made 
public. That will probably he some time 
next week.” | 

Asked as to the character of the report, 
President Jayne said: 

‘‘In the main it will be favorable to the 
management of the institution. We will, 
however, submit sorhe recommendations for 
improvements where we consider them nec- 
essary. For instance, we will try and make 
it fmpossible in the future for children to 
be born in the asylum.” — 

“ Will the report have anything to say 
about the 5 per cent assessments?’ was 
asked, 

‘We do not understand any political as- 
sessments were levied,”” said Mr. Jayne. 
“ There may have been some yoluntary con- 
tributions, but there is no harm in people 
contributing for the benefit of either their 
party or their religion.” 

Forecast of the Report. 
As nearly as can be gathered the report 
will acknowledge the truth of the charges of 
child births in the institution, and, while 
criticising the management which allowed 
it, will-be severe in doing it. 

It also will be recommended that stricter 
reguiations be enforced in allowing atténd- 
ants to have keys to the store rooms and 
medicine chests. It is expected the report 
will hot acknowledge absolutely the tryth of 
the charges of drunkenness among the at- 
tendants. : 

It also is reported that in deference to the 
wishes-of Judge Gibbons a recommendation 
will be made for the appointment of a state 
board of control for all the charitable insti- 
tutions of the state, on the lines mapped out 
by Judge Gibbons in THe TRIBUNE yester- 
day. 

No mention of political assessments or po- 
litical control of the hospital is expected, 
and, in the matter of the control of patients— | 
their care and the food given them—the re- 
port probably wilt be taudatory. 

During the entire day’s session much at- 
tention was paid to Judge Gibbons by the 
other members of the board.

SAYS HIS ATTITUDE TO POLAND 
HAS BEEN LIED ABOUT. 


German Emperor Declares He Has No 
Desire to Interfere with the Roman 
Catholic Religien or to Extirpate 
the Traditions of the Race—Urges 
Them to Work for Prussia as Loyal 
‘Subjects—Reads Lecture to the Ger- 


{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

. POSEN, Sept. 4.—The process of convinc- 
ing Polish Prussia that the living empire is 
more glorious than the traditions of a dead 
monarchy was completed {$day with the un- 
veiling of statuary and oratory. The huge 
monument to Emperor Frederick was un- 
veiled with stately pomp and swelling 
anthem in the principal promenade of the 
city. 

The provincial and local authorities were 


of the czarina was drunk as a compliment 
to the Russian guests from Warsaw. The 
emperor delivered at the state dinner a 
speech less sensational than rumor mongers 
had expected, yet vigorous and character- 
istic. 

The imperial visit hae been well managed 
in every detail. While national interests 
have been strongly emphasized, the sensitive 
susceptibilities of the Poles have not been 
hurt. £ 
"The next great’ function will be the re- 
view of the Third army corps at Frankfort, 
where Gens. Corbin, Wood, and Young will 
be among the spectators. lL. 


Kaiser Addresses the Poles. 
{BY ASSOCIATED PRESS. ] 

POSEN, Sept..4.—Emperor William ad- 
dressed himself directly to his Polish subjects 
today in an address in response to an official 
welcome from the provincial authorities. He 
declared to them that their religious belief 
would not be interfered with, and that no 
attempt would be made to extirpate their 
racial peculiarities and traditions. 

In turn headmonished his German subjects 
in Poland to lay aside their inherited tenden- 
cy to party strife and to work together for 
the good of the country. 

Emperor William’s speech was designed to 
conciliate the Poles, in so far as this could be 
done by phraseology that did not imply 
weakness, and to reaffirm the continuance 
of the present policy, including making Ger- 
man the only language of the schools and 
the administration. 

Polish newspapers have received the em- 
peror’s speech in silence. Inquiries made 
among the Poles/and Germans of this city 
indicate that bofttrelements consider the race 
quarrel in the province aa likely to continue, 
and that it will result in hard feeling and 
hard usage on both sides, trade and social 
boycotts, secret societies, and the employ- 
ment of spies. 


Close of the Celebration. 


The events of the military celebration here 
closed today with the unveiling of a statue 
of Emperor Frederick in the .presence of 
Emperor William, Empress Victoria, the 
crown prince, Frederick William; Field Mar- 
shal Count von Biilow, the cabinet minis- 
ters, and many other notabilities. 

Their -majesties and their party ‘Subse- 
quently proceeded to the provincial diet 
house, -where they received an address from 
the provincial authorities. The president of 
the provincial diet presented the emperor 
with a loving cup. His majesty replied to 
the address with a speech of some length. 
There were similar functions at the pro- 
vincial assembly house, where the Polish 
members were conspicuous by their ab- 
sence. 


Denounces Stories as False. 


Replying to the address of the provincial 

diet, Emperor William enjoined the Ger- 
mans to lay aside their inherited tendency 
to engage in party, strife and to work to- 
gether for the goofl of the country. His 
majesty, speaking to the Poles, said: 
*“‘I deeply regret that a section of my sub- 
jects of non-German origin appears to have 
difficulty in falling in with our conditions 
yof life. The reason for this may probably 
jhe found in two misapprehensions. Firstly, 
the fear of interference with their religion 
‘is kept alive among them. He’ who asserts 
that difficulties are placed in the way of my 
subjects of the Roman faith in regard to 
the exercise of their religion, or that. they 
will be forced to depart from it, is guilty of 
telling a downright lie. 

‘* My whole reign and my words and actions 
prove how highly I value religion, by which 
I mean the persona! rélation of every man 
to his God, and such a person insults by a 
calumny of this nature the successor of the 
great king who said: ‘ Every one is entitled 
to obtain blessedness in his own fashion.’ 


May Be Good Prussians, Too. 

“The second misapprehension consists in 
the fact that the fear is kept alive that their 
racial peculiarities and traditions are to be 
extirpated. Thatis not so. The kingdom of 
Prussig is composed of many races, who are 
proud of their former htstory and their in- 
dividuality. This, however, does not pre- 
vent them from being first of ali good Prus- 
sians, It should be the same here. Tradi- 
tions and recollections may live in peace, 
but they belong to history, to the past. This 
day I recognize only Prussians here, and I 
owe it to the labors of my forefathers to see 
that this province shall remain irrevocably 
bound to the Prussian monarchy, and that 
it shall forever be good Prussian and good 
German soil. 

“I empty this goblet, filled with the juice 
of grapes ripened on the banks of the beauti- 
ful Rhine, to the welfare of the province of 
Poland and its capital on the Warthe.”’ 


Advice to the Germans. 
Turning to his German subjects the kaiser 
gald: 

“The patriotic words in which you have 
conveyed to me and to the empress the feel- 
ings of the province fill our hearts with joy 
and thankfulness. They find their con- 
firmation in the patriotic welcome extended 
to us by the people of this place. 

“ We are hereamong 4 loyal German popu- 
lation, in a loyal German town, and loyal 
is the work the Germans here have to ac- 
complish for the improvement of the coun- 
try. If this work, the end and object of 
which are the elevation of the people and 
the country for the good and benefit of the 
whole, is to succeed it is necessary that the 
Germans lay aside their inherited party ran- 
cor and that each shall be prepared to sac- 
rifice his own particular individuality in or- 
der to labor with all alike in the community, 
just as in days of yore the knights of the 
Teutonic order, renouncing their political 
independence and convenience, rallied to the 
firm bond of the order for the purpose of 
spreading German civilization by incessant, 
hard toil. 

“‘ Furthermore, my officials, as a matter 
of course, must carry out the policy I have 
recognized as the right policy in the interests 
of the province, following my directions to 
the letter and obeying my orders without 
hesitation. 

“The codperation of the people and of the 
officials, under the guidance of the crown, 
will not fail to bring about in the course of

VOLCANOES RAGE 
IN WEST INDIES 


Pelee and La Soufriere in 
Violent Eruption and De- 
struction of Islands 
Is Predicted. 


‘OVER 2,000 MAY BE DEAD. 


People of Many Cities Terrorized 
by Fear of Tidal Wave 
When Martinique 
Collapses. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 

CASTRIES, Island of St. Laicia, Sept. 4.— 
Pelee and La Soufriere are in eruption, more 
terrible, probably, than at the time Pelee’s 
first great outbreak killed 25,000 persons. 
Every island for a hundred miles around St. 
Vincent and Martinique is threatened with 
devastation from the tidal wave which it's 
expected will follow the predicted collapse 
of Martinique. 

The latest outbreak of Pelee began last 
night at 9 o’clock and continued unabated 
until 8 o’clock this morning, the shocks being 
plainly felt for hundreds of miles around. 
Dense black clouds broken by vivid flashes 
of lightning hung over the seuthern horizon 
all day and were plainly visible from here. 


Over 2,000 Reported Dead. 

One report declares that over 2,000 persons 
perished in the eruption‘#wf Pelee, but this 
report may refer to the eruption of last Sat- 
urday. It is known that at least 2,000 persons 
were killled by that eruption. 

The situation. on Martinique is so serious 
that people are fleeing from the island by 
hundreds, abandoning everything, expecting 
its total destruction. The French govern- 
ment has ordered that the people be scat- 
tered from Fort de France through the vil- 
lages to the south, fearing that the town will 
be swept away by the tidal wave which scien- 
tists predict. 


La Soufriere in Eruption. : 

The steamer Savan, from Grenada, has 
just arrived. Capt. Hunter reports a terrible 
eruption of La Soufriere on the Island of 
St. Vincent at 3 o’clock this morning. When 
the Savan was ten miles south of St. Vin- 
cent it ran into a dense cloud of ashes. The 
Savan steered twenty miles off the coast, 
but found the same conditions prevailing 
there. It was enveloped in the cloud and in 
almost total darkness until 9 o'clock this 
morning... It saw nothing of the Isian’d 


explosion and the rain of ashes must have 
been felt severely in Kingston, the capital 
of the isiand. 

The coast telephone service reports that 
a violent eruption of La Soufriere was ob- 
served at midnight. It was quite dark here 
at 6:30 o’clock this morning. At that hour 
the sun was obscured as during an eclipse. 


Heard at Pointe-a-Pitre.

POINTE-A-PITRE, Island of Guadeloupe, 
F. W’1., Sept. 4 3 p. m.—Loud detonations 
were heard here last night in the direction of 
Mont Pelee.

Over 1,500 Killed on Saturday. 

ROSEAU, Island of Dominica, D. W. L., 
Sept. 4.—A copy of L’Opinion of Fort de 
France, dated Sept. 3, says that over 1,500 
persons were kfiled during the volcanic erup- 
tion of Mont Pelee of last Saturday and that 
a still greater number of persons has been - 
brought to Fort de France by the French 
cruisers Tage and Suchet, and by coasting 
craft. The hospitals of Fort de France are 
filled with the sick and wounded.

PARIS, Sept. 4.—M. Doumergue, the min- 
ister for the colonies, has sent a telegram 
to Gov. Lemaire of Martinique warning him 
not to mass the population of the island at 
Fort de France and advising that they be 
scattered in the villages to the south, where 
it will be easier to feed them. 

Fearing that a tidal wave might occasion 
great damage at Fort de France, he has 
cabled the mayor to take measures in case 
of an emergermcy to suddenly remove.the 
inhabitants to the hills behind the town,and 
meanwhile to store provisions there in readi- 
ness for any trouble. The governor is further 
instructed to establish posts for the observa- 
tion of Mont Pelee, in order to signal imme- 
diately any signs of fresh activity of the 
volcano, 

The governor of Guadeloupe has just tele- 
graphed M. Doumergue, the minister of the 
colonies, the details and extent of the erup- 
tion of Mont Pelee on Aug. 30. 


French Condemn Government. 

The French newspapers are reprinting the 
American comments on the report of the 
French scientific commission some time ago 
in regard to the volcano, and are condemn- 
ing the government for allowing the people 
to return to the threatened districts in spite 
of the warnings of the American scientists 
who went over the ground. 

The newspapers are also twitting M. Dou- 
mergue on the inability of the government 
to receive the news of the latest disaster 
promptly, while the American press is kept 
fully informed.

The tragedy occurred in a 
building at 4431-833 State street, where 
Hayner and his daughter live. The victim 
was 37 years old. 

Martin ran from the building, and as he 
lay groaning on the sidewalk his wife was 
about to pass the crowd which surrounded 
the dying man. There were too many per- 
sons about the victim for her to“see his 
face, but as the patrol wagon from the Fif- 
tieth street police station drove up the crowd 
parted and the woman recognized her hus- 
band, 

With a scream she fought her way to the 
side of the dying man and threw her arms 
about his neck. The police wege compelled 
to use force in releasing her hen so her 
fatally wounded husband might be hurried to 
the hospital. 


Slayer Surrenders to Police. 


Hayner made no attempt to escape ar- 
rest. After the shooting he hurried to a 
telephone a block south to notify his daugh- 
ter, Miss Estella Hayner, of what had dac- 
curred. Miss Hayner is a stenographer at 
225 Dearborn street. She immediately went 
to the Fiftieth street police station, where

ing that the victim had stood in the jani- 
tor’s apartments after the shooting.

Colleran, Duffy, and Others 
Who Have Been Draining — 
the Fund Are Dropped 
from the List. 


ARE TAKEN BY SURPRISE. 


Declared by Physicians to Be Fit 
to: Work, .Then the Board 
Meets and Hastily 

| Votes Them Out. 


Luke Colleran and thirty other men, who 
have been drainitig the police pension fund, 
were dropped from the pension rolls yester- 
day. The action came after an examining 
beard of physicians had reported them to be 
able to work. 

Having taken the pensioners from the rolls, 
the board will have to fight to keep them 
off. If successful tn this a saving of about 
$18,000 a year will be made and relief to that 
extent given the depleted fund. 

Haste and secrecy were necessary in the 
trimming process. Colleran and the other 
disability men were prepared to head off 
such‘action by an appeal to the courts foran 
injunction. They were given to understand 
that the pension board would not meet until 
this morning. 

With such an understanding the disability 
men, who have been watching every move- 
ment of the examining physicians, were 
thrown off their guard.

consisting of Controller McGann, Chief of 
Police O'Neill, City Treasurer Gunther, City 
Clerk Loeffler, and City Attorney Owens, 
then got together in the controller's office 
and voted the thirty-one men off the rolls. 
The legal fight is expected to come today, 
when the disability men probably will at- 
tempt to force the board to restore their 
names tg the lists. .

It was in pursuance of a well detined plan 
that the state’s attorney summoned the 
prominent business men, whose business 
houses figured as alleged signers of the 
promissory notes which Wheeler handled so 
boldiy, and had them repeat under oath be- 
fore the grand jury their claims that these 
slips of paper were rank forgeries. 

Now Wheeler’s side of the case is wanted, 
and evidence as to the alleged validity of the 
notes was vigorously sought for yesterday. 
The missing man is believed to have the notes 
in question in his possession.’ 

Agents of a number of private banking in- 
stitutions with which Wheeler dealt in hy- 
pothecating these notes:may appear before 
the grand jury today and present new light 
on this fact. 

Banker Discusses the Notes. 

“The firms who handled this paper,”’ said 
@ prominent factor in one La» Salle street 
banking firm, ‘are not easily fooled. They 
had every reason to believe that the notes 
were genuine until they were repudiatd. 

Wheeler substantiated to their satisfaction 
that the notes were signed by accredited 
representatives of certain firms, at least for | 
services rendered in fixing taxes. The state 
board of equalization’s records show that 
no taxes were entered against the capital 
stock of a number of concerns in question. 
We are not acoustomed to get bit on bad 
notes, and several notes in this case certainly 
had ali the marks of being genuine.’’ 

It is on this point that Wheeler is most 
wanted as a witness and confessed agent. 
That his relatives are eager for him to take 
this course and save himself regardless of 
whom his statement may affect is openly 
admitted. It was reported that Wheeler 
spent last Friday night at his mother's 
home, but no member of the family would 
substantiate this report, and detectives and 
the state’s attorney’s aids brand it as untrue. 


Relatives Blame Others. 


“There were other people who dragged 
Luke into this affair,’’ asserted one of the 
missing man’s relatives. ‘“‘ 1am sure of this. 
He should not sacrifice himself to help out 
these men; he should not save them at the 
expense of hissown liberty.” 4 

State’s Attorney Deneen denied last night 
that he had secured possession of any of the 
promisgeory notes which were handled by 
Wheeler. 

** We presume, of course, that Wheeler got 
all the notes back into his own hands,” he 
asserted. 


Want More Facts About Notes. 


Members of the grand jury admit they 
want more information on the promissory 
note chapter 6f Wheeler’s career. 

“This man Wagner testified,” said one 
member last night, “ that Wheeler frankly 
admitted he got the notes for fixing taxes 
before the state board of equalization; that 
they were signed by accredited lobbyists 
of these firms. We are not satisfied with 
the statements as to why Wheeler, if he 
was carrying on a wholesale forgery busi- 
ness, was not prosecuted. We want to know, 
too, where he got the $1,000 certificates and 
the $500 bills with which he paid $4,000 to 
McDermott, Dorgan & Co., almost on de- 
gnand, and took back his collateral on which 
he had borrowed this sum.” 


Ready to Return Indictments. 


When the grand jury reconvenés this after- 
noon the indictments voted Wednesday af- 
ternoor against Luke Wheeler, Capt. Ed- 
ward Williams,. James B. Hoy, and John 
J. Healy Jr. on the common charge of con- 
spiracy to do an illegal act in connection 
with the alleged fixing of the Masonic Tem- 
ple taxes will be ready for formal return to 
Judge Brentano. This return will be made, 
it is planned, unless unexpected develop- 
ments should warrant a reconsideration. 
Seven counts have been incorporated in the 
true bill voted against Wheeler. There are 
two counts contemplated in each of the 
other cases, as stated in THe TRIBUNE. 


Two Others May Be Caught, 


Evidence to be heard this afternoon is ex- 
pected to result in the voting of two, and 
possibly five, more indictments. Of the men 
against whom new evidence is accumulating 
one is a lawyer. who is a close friend of 
Wheeler. Another is connected with the 
Masonic temple as a minor official. 

A new witness may be brought In who will 
cause a small sensation. He ts the secretary 
of one of the most prominent trade organiza- 
tions In the state. He is expected to give in- 
formation tending to show that negotiations 
were made in previous years by agents acting 
for the Masonic temple in an effort to secure 
heavy cuts in’ the taxes on the big building. 

This man, it is attested, admitted taking 
$1,500 as a “ fee’ for trying to engineer this 
cut. He sought the cut asa personal favor 
from members of the board of review, and 
was. promptly told that nothing of the kind 
would be granted. If he testifies he will be 
brought in on a Subpenea. 

So satisfied were certain men who have 
been connected with the temple that they 
oould secure reductions that they made offers 


| to friends to aid them in having taxes re- 


duced, according to new evidence 
been found. 


Challenge by Williams. 
Capt. Williams, manager of the Masonic 


which has 


_temple, came out with a challenge during the 


day, demanding that Chief Clerk Becker 
of the county treasurer’s office explain why 
he erased the alleged fraudulent entries in 
the tax books without first giving notice of 
the step he intended to take. County offi- 
cials censure Mr. Becker for this step, as- 
serting that the erasures have prevented 
possible identification of the man in the 
office who did this part of the work. 

If Mr. Becker will accede to this demand 
and give a formal explanation, Capt. Will- 
iams asserts that he will tell his side of 
the tax story without any reservation. He 
renewed his claim that a witness will be 
produced who will testify that he saw the 
captain pay the $26,770.17 taxes in currency 
into the hands of the county treasury offi- 
clals., It is intimated, too, that the man 
who is held to have reecived the money can 
be identified when the time comes. 

At the state’s attorney's office this chal- 
lenge was branded as “‘ another bluff,”’ while 


Mr. Becker dismissed the matter by assert- 


ing that he did not intend to become mixed 
up in any controversy with Capt. Williams. 
Nevertheless, it may result in a formal de- 
mand on the special grand jury that the 
treasurer’s office be investigated from top 
to bottom. - 


Criticises Clerk Becker. 


“The check marks and entries in the tax 
books,’ asserted Capt. Williams, attested 
one of two conditions beyond dispute. They 
substantiated either my contention that the 
taxes were paid, or, on the other hand, that 
tome person in the treasurer’s office was 
guilty of forgery and falsification of the 
records. Now, Mr. Becker could have pro- 
tected the county by making a notation of 
the alleged fraudulent entry and then draw- 
ing a red Mine through it. He need have 
done nothing more. 

“Mr. Becker made the erasures and de- 
stroyed-the only evidence that existed against 
the guilty person or persons who made those 
entries, if the contentions of the state be 
true. If he will explain in a satisfactory 
manner to any committee of three repufable 
citizens why he @estroyed this evidence of 
alleged fraud and forgery in his own office, 
then I will agree to make public all and any 
facts I have in connection with thiscase.”” 


Becker Declines to Talk. 


” I have nothing to say about that,” said 
Mr: Becker. ‘I do not intend to become 
mixed up in any controversy with Williams. 


I have given every effort to solving the true | 


facts in this case. If Williams has any evi- 
dence let him come out with it.’’ 

**Have you learned anything which tends 
to fasten suspicion on any of the present 
employés of the treasurer’s office as the 
author of the crooked entries?’ was asked. 

“There is absolutely not one jot of evi- 
dence pointing to any_such thing.” 

Mr. Becker has explained heretofore that 
the erasures were made on the recommenda- 
tion of county legal authorities to whom the 
problem was referred. This was vigorously 
denied last night by the authorities in ques- 
tion, and it developed that much friction 
was the result of Mr. Becker’s ‘“ hasty 
step.”’ 

A glance at the erasures would seem to 
substantiate Capt. Williams’ claims. So 
sweeping was the use of the knife that four 
lines were blotted out. Across the left mar- 
gin, as shown recently in Tur TRIBUNE, is 
written in pencil: ‘ Supposed payment to 
town was erased July 29, 1902, payment 
never made. J. W. B.”’ Across the erased 
surface was entered: ‘‘ Do not accept pay- 
ment without first seeing J. W. B.”’ Offi- 
clale of the state’s attorney’s office who are 
handling ‘the case contend, however, thut 
the erasures will in no way affect the evi- 
dence against the alleged conspirators. 


Chancellor Makes a Denial. 


Justus Chancellor, attorney for the Ma- 

sonic Temple association and A. Booth & 
Co., one of the firms involved in the promis- 
sory note problem, took vigorous exception 
to the testimony given by Richard Wagner, 
attorney and credit man for the private 
banking firm of McDermott, Dorgan.& Co., 
as to the notes which Wheeler handled. 
“YT did not suggest that the Booth note 
be destroyed when it was presented to me,’ 
said Mr. Chancellor. “Mr. Wagner says 
I did. I was asked if the signature of A. 
Booth & Co. was genuine and I said it wasa 
forgery. Mr. Wagner left with the note— 
the only evidence on which prosecution 
against Wheeler could have been based. I 
told Mr. Wagner that if he would arrest 
the man who borrowed money on that note 
we whuld furnish evidence to send him to 
the penitentiary. But Wagner, so far as I 
learned, never took a step toward arresting 
the man.” 


McNichols Clears His Name. 


Deputy Sheriff Tom McNichols hunted up 
Mr. Wagner during the day on the report 
that he was the man alleged to have been 
with Wheeler when the latter asked Wagner 
to get him the business of fixing taxes on 
eight pieces of downtown property. Asser- 
tion was made at once that the deputy sheriff 
was not the man who accompanied Mr. 
Wheeler and was introduced as “ Mr. Mc- 
Nichols.” 

Equalizers May Be Called. 

Several members of the board of equaliza- 
Gion will hardly escape being placed on the 
rack. It is irged that a number of attachés 
of that body drummed up business for 
Wheeler. The crusade of the Chicago Grade 
Teachers’ federation to have capital stock 
taxes heavily advanced was one of the chief 
arguments used, it is learned, by the fixing 
elique.

CYCLE TRUST SURD HERE 


PETITION FOR A RECEIVER IS 
BROUGHT TO LOCAL COURT. 


Attorney Then Goes to’ Milwaukee, 
Where the Company Has Property, 
to Take Similar Action—Bondhold- 
ers Allege the Assets Are Insufficient 
to Cover the Mortgages—President 
Says Price Cutting and Not Falling 
Off of Demand Causes the Trouble. 


The proceedings instituted several days 
ago in the east to dissolve the American 
Bicycle company, by the appointment of 
receivers for the concern, were brought to 
Chicago yesterday when a petition was filed 
in the United States Circuit court asking 
that the assets of the company in this dis- 
trict be placed under the control of the 
court. After the petition had been filed 
here, Attorney H. 8S. Towle went to Milwau- 
kee to ask Judge Jenkins to a int re- 
ceivers and to fix the a of thelr 
bonds. 

Elliott Mason and Emma B. Stimson, bond- 
holders, who filed the petition in Newark, 

J., were the petitioners in the action 
instituted here, and the bills presented are 
said to be identical. The principal allega- 
tions are that the company had defaulted in 
the payment of interest on outstanding 
bonds to the amount of $225,000, and that 
the company owes also $150,000 to Baring, 
Magoun & Co., $50,000 to the Federal Man- 
ufacturing company, $58,000 to Smithers & 
Co., and other debts. 


ssets Do Not Cover Bonds. 

It is“also alleged that the company owes 
$9,500,000 as principal on outstanding bonds 
and that the assets of $7,751,000 cannot be 
realized at their full value. The proceed- 
ings here are said to be in furtherance of 
the action in New Jersey looking toward a 
reorganization of the concern on a more sat- 
isfactory basis. 

A great reduction in the price of bicycles 
rather than a falling off in their genera! use 
is given as the cause of the decline in the 
profits of their manufacture by J. E: Brom- 
ley, president of the American Cycle Manu- 
facturing company of this city. According 
to Mr. Bromley, the bicycle as a means of 
pleasure and as a fad is a thing of the past, 
but he asserts that it has taken\its place as 
a staple article of use and is here to stay. 
This, he says, is true of the country outside 
of New York and Chicago. 


Many Wheels Still Sold. 


“In the heyday of cycling as a pastime the 
manufacture and sale of bicycles in the 
United States did not exceed 800,000 wheels 
annually,”’ said President Bromley, in sup- 
port of his contention. ‘‘ During the last 
year it is estimated that the manufacture of 
wheels was over 650, There were more 
wheels made and sold this year than last, or 
the year before, or for a year before that. 
There has been a reaction in the bicyle bust- 
ness from the depression that followed the 
deciine of the pleasure riding, and now we 
look forward to a steady demand for the 
product. 

“ The present demand is for the low priced, 
durable wheel. People no longer pay a high 
price for a name plate. What they want is 
a wheel that will stand usage. Chicago is 
no criterion by which to judge the use of the 
bicycle. Neither is New York. The wheel 
cannot be used either here or there by busi- 
ness and working men to any great advan- 
tage, but in other large cities and in the 
smaller citieg. villages, and in the country 
it has found its place. 


Wet Season Hurts Business. 

“There would have been a revival of the 
demand for high priced wheels this summer 
but for the wet season. In April and March 
we had a good demand for high priced 
wheels, and it looked as though they were 
coming back in favor, but as soon as the wet 
weather came on the demand ended. The 
market for bicycles has changed in accord- 
ance with the changing use. In the pleasure 
riding days, the season closed about July 4. 
It stopped as abruptly as the demand for 
straw hats. Now the season iasts all the 
summer long. 

“What has punctured the boom in the 
wheel business is not the decline tn the use of 
wheels, as shown by the statistics of their 
yearly manufacture, but the chopping down 
of prices. In 1890 we sold wheels for $150 
which were not as good as the $25 whee! of 
today. Agents made more from their com- 
misisons on a wheel then than they can sell 
it for today. The bicycle ts no longer a temp- 
tation to them, and it has found its place 
with the hardware merchant and other dea!l- 
ers. who carry bicycles in their stock as they 
would carry stoves or plows.”’

WOMAN'S BODY BLHUMED. 


CHEMIST WILL SOLVE CAUSE OF 
MRS. DUBSKY’S DEATH. 
Coroner Acts in Case of One Presby- 
‘terian Hospital Patient—Physician 
Says He Attended Her When She 
Had Blood Poisoning—Fear That 
Undertaker’s Work May Complicate 
Task Before Authorities — Denied 
That More Nurses Have Been Let Go, 


Unless traces of strychnine poisoning are 
discovered in the vital organs of Mrs. Kath- 
erin Dubsky in the chemical analysis it is 
declared that the charge that unusual cir- 
cumstances attended her death in the Pres- 
byterian hospital will fail. Dr. Charles Stu- 
lik, who first attended her, stated yesterday 
that she was suffering from blood poisoning 
when he was called to see her on April 11. 

The remains of Mrs. Dubsky were exhumed 
yesterday on order of Judge Chetlain. Dr. 
George Letninger, representing Coroner 
Traeger, removed the vital organs in the 
presence of } Deputy Coroner Downey and 
the coroner’s4ury and they will be sent toa 
chemist for examination. 

“ The organs are apparently in good con- 
dition except for a slight discoloration due 
to the émbalming fluid,’ said Dr. Leininger. 
‘*T doubt whether it will be possible to detect 
traces of strychnine poisoning in the stom- 
ach were there any present at the time she 
died. However, that is something to be de- 
termined by the analysis of the expert.”’ 


Tells of Mrs. Dubsky Case. 

“Mrs. Dubsky was suffering from a bad 
ease of blood poisoning when I first saw her,’ 
said Dr. Stulik last night. ‘‘ It was brought 
on by an operation. I attended her until 
she had recovered except fora pain in her left 
leg. Later I heard that Dr. F. J. Novak had 
been called. Today Dr. Novak said he had 


| advised her to go to the Presbyterian hos- 


pital for treatment.” 

Ray Moore had ‘another conference yester- 
day with’Coroner Traeger regarding the 
death of his sister-in-law, Mrs. Laura Moore, 
Mr. Moore said he had not heard from his 
brother in Renssalaer, Ind., but he expected 
a reply to his letter today. He believes his 
brother will. favor an investigation when he 
learns all the facts. 

‘Supt. Nesmith of the Presbyterian hos- 
pital told me that he had asked my brother 
for permission to make a post-mortem exam- 
ination of the body after the death of my 
sister,’ said Mr. Moore. The superinten- 
dent said he suspected that death had been 
caused by an overdose of strychnine. He said 
my brother declined to permit the examina- 
tion... Coroner Traeger informed me that 
my brother acted wisely, as the hospital 
authorities had no right to make the ex- 
amination. If they suspected Her death was 
due to unnatural causes, he said, the hos- 
pital people should have reported the mat- 
ter to the coroner.”’ 


To Investigate Hospital System. 

Coroner Traeger said that he intended to go 
into the system prevailing at the hospital 
thoroughly in the investigation in the case 
of Mrs. Dubsky. The inquest was postponed 
fro two weeks to give the expert time to 
make, a careful examination of the vital 
organs and prepare his report. In the mean- 
time, if Mr. Moore consents to the exhuma- 
tion of the body of his wife. the coroner of 
Vermilion county will act, as the body is 
buried in Hoopeston, Il. 

Rumors of the discharge of several nurses 
at the Presbyterian hospital were denied 
yesterday. A representative of the Illinois 
Training school, which supplies nurses to 
the hospital, stated positively that no nurse 
except Miss Emily Etheridge. had been dis- 
charged at the hospital since Aug.. 26, the 
day the three women died. 


FIRE DAMAGES BIG FACTORY. 


Blaze Is Discovered in Time and Ex- 
tinguished After Loss of $3,500 
| Is Inflicted. 


Fire caused a damage of $3,500 in the furni- 
ture factory of Nicholas Green, Vedder and 
Halsted streets, last night. The blaze was 
discovered in the engine room by the watch- 
man, Henry Johnson, who turned in the 
alarm. Marshal Anderson sent in a second 
alarm because of the number of factories in 
the neighborhood and the inflamable proper- 
ty in the Green establishment.

ASYLUM REPORT HELD UP. 


JUDGE GIBBONS REFUSES TO SIGN 
WITHOUT MODIFICATIONS. 


Document Concerning the Kankakee 
Investigation Is Delayed by e 
Chicago Man, Who Does Not Concur 
with Other Members of the State 
Board of Charities — Protective 
Agency Committeemen Raise the 
Cry of “Whitewash”

being absent. He was entreated not to re- 
sign and it was suggested that if he had any 
fault to find with the report it would be modi- 


fied. 
, Advises More Safe 

The report of the officers of the Protective 
Agency for Women and Children, approved 
by the executive committeé of that organiza- 
tion, confines itself to the treatment of fe- 
male patients in the asylum. After the ar- 
raignment of the etate board of charities 
as to its manner of conducting the investi- 
gation, the report says: 

* With reference to the two unfortunate 
women to whom babies were born while 
they were in the charge of the hospital it 
was shown that in the case of Lena Dystra 
she had an illegitimate child before she was 
gent to Kankakee, and in the case of Fanny 
Cannon the blame was thrown upon the 
parole system, which is considered to be the 
best for the greater number of patients. 

“We would suggest that, as it was known 
to the authorities in the first case that the 
jwoman had fallen, she should either have 
been discharged if, as it is claimed, she was 
not a fit subject for the hospital, or if she 
were allowed to remain she should have 
been so protected that no further harm 
could have come to her. 

“Instead of this she was put to work in a 
kitchen with men and women, in connection 
with which there are large closets used in 
common by the two sexes. 


Parole System at Fault. 


* As to the second case, the parole system 
is admitted to be of value asa curative agent. 


Ptnder this system such patients as are con- 


sidered trustworthy are allowed to be at 
large unattended in the hospital grounds but 
must report at meals and be in at 7 in the 
evening. One-half of the grounds is for the 
use of men, the other half for the women, 
but an imaginary line.is all that divides the 
two halves, and there is only one policeman 
whose duty it is to keep order in the grounds. 

‘Fanny Cannon was working during the 
day at the residence of the superintendent, 
and it was due. to the negligence of the 
housekeeper, who was supposed to take her 
back to the ward when she was detained 
after hours. But she returned alone at 8 in 
the evening. The man whom she met was 
also a patient, and is said to have been on 
his way to one of the entertainments given 
by the patients. But that he should have 
been alone an hour after his parole was over 
4ndicates negligence in enforcing the rules 
of the parole. 

“Such accidents should be absolutely im- 
possible, and surely means can be devised 
by which the patients of both sexes can have 
the benefit of the parole system with no per- 


sonal danger.’’ ; 
Need of Worthy Attendants. 


The necessity of having a good class of 
attendants also is insisted on in the report, 
which continues: 

‘It is difficult to make any one who has 
not visited the asylum realize how entirely 
its inmates are dependent on and at the 
mercy of the attendants. We have been told 
that a not uncommon punishment has been 
to transfer a patient from a comparatively 
well ward to one where the cases are more 
violent, sometimes only for one day.” 

The report cites cases where it seemed to 
the visitors that patients were unnecessarily 
and unduly restrained, and especial stress is 
laid on the fact that in many cases male 
attendants have keys to female wards. 

“We hold,” concludes the report, “‘ that 
female patients should never be put to work 
with men,- whether patients or employés. 
The only real safety lies in the complete 
isolation of the sexes.”

A Comes 
mittee consisting of one member from €acs 
alliance represented was appointed to Cone 
fer as to the best method for bringing apout 
a termination of the struggle. The commit- 
tee reported unanimously in favor of a spe 
cial session of the state legislature to enact 
the following legislation as proposed by tis 
convention: 

Compulsory arbitration; that present legis- 
jation be revised so that the state may have 
more power over foreign corporations doing 
business within its borders; the passage of 
a law making it illegal for any person undef 
21 years of age to be employed more thal 
eight hours a day, and that those articles of 
the state constitution which relate to the 
control vested in the legislature ever the 
charters of corporations, and . giving 
legislature power to annul, revoke, or alte? 
these charters if the public Interests are 6m 
dangered by violation of the constitution, 
and forbidding, common carriers from being 
interested in the production of any industry 
be made effective. 

The alliance will ask all boards of. trade 
and towns in the anthracite field to fo- 
operate with and continue the work: of the 
organization. The committee report was 
sent to Gov. Stone. The committee asked the 
governor to name a date when it will be con- 
venient for him to receive its members.

NEW SHAMROCK OF STEEL 


BUILDER FIFE HAS LOST FAITH 


Sir Thomas Lipton’s Next Challenger 
to Be Built According to Lessons 
Learned from Two Failures—Den- 
ny’s Tank Models Not Allowed to 
Deminate Ideas—Hope to Cat Fifteen 
Minutes from Cup Course Time as It 
Now Stands. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNGE.] 

LONDON, Sept. 4.—It is now practically 
settled that Sir Thomas Lipton’s next chal- 
lenger for the America cup will be built 
entirely of steel. 

Mr. Fife’s experiences with recent chal- 
lengers have made his distrustful of new 
and alloys, and he has de- 
cided to drop them. Consequently the 
contract which the Dennys have in hand 
provides for the building of a cup racer 
wholly of steel. The frames are to be of 
bulbed angle steel and the plating will be 
thin plates of nickel steel.

ADVISES BRITISH TRADESMEN. 


Lord Charles Beresford Says the Fierce 
Competition of Other Nations 
Must Be Recognized. 


LONDON, Sept. 4.—Rear Admiral Lord 
Charles Beresford, M. P., replying to a ques- 
tion as to the direction in which British 
energies should be increased in order suc- 
cessfully to meet foreign competition, writes 
that Great Britain must work upon the same 
methods which lead foreigners to success. 

He advises British merchants to emulate 
foreigners in the following respects: The 
handling of what foreign customers want in- 
stead of what they think they ought to want: 
not to decline orders, however small, and 
to make use of the currency, weights, métas- 
ures, and language of their foreign custom- 
ers. 

Lord Charles Beresford also advises a 
clearer recognition of the flerceness of the 
competition with which British merchants 
are now met in every quarter of the globe 
and a realization of the fact that the defense 
budgets are merely insurance for the/punc- 
tual delivery of commerce. He aserts that 
there is no reason for pessimiem, since the 
‘volume of British trade and commerce is 
still increasing. 


VANDERLIP SEES MORE TRADE. 


New York Banker Says Good Crops in 
1902 Will Send American Exports 
Up to New Mark. 


LONDON, Sept. 4.—Frank A. Vanderlip of 
the National City bank, discussing the trade 
conditions in Europe, said today: ‘ The 
American invasion of Europe has not held 
the pace it started in 1900 and 1901. The 
United States had sold Europe $600,000,000 
worth of goods more than it had bought, and 
Europe was alarmed. 

* Since the decline of the lastgyear Europe 
is taking courage again; believing the set- 
back is the result of European enterprise. 

‘The Europeans fail to see that the short 
crop of last year caused American exporters 
to cease their foreign exploitations for the 
time to look to home affairs, and the Euro- 
peans also fail to realize that if the crops of

BALDWIN TELLS 
HE FAILED. 


Arctic Explorer Makes a Pub- 
lic Statement Concerning 
Recent Voyage. 


SAYS REPORTS ARE FALSE 


Party Entitled to Credit for Es- 
tablishing Depots at Camp 
| Ziegler. 


LONDON, Sept. 4.—In response to an in- 
quiry Evelyn B. Baldwin has telegraphed 
an explanation of the causes of his failure to 
reach the pole and the cause of his dispute 
with’ Capt. Johannssen of the America, etc., 
as follows: 

“"Tromsoe, Norway, Sept. 4.—The pub- 
lic has been deceived by false reports regard- 
ing the expedition. Nearly every member 
has been faithful, and my comrades ought 
and must have due credit for their work in 
establishing large depots at Camp Ziegler 
during March, April, and May. Sometimes 
they had to traverse the same route ten 
times. Fifty sleighs were destroyed in this 


work. 
“ Halted ‘by Open Sea. 

“Open sea near the depot at Teplitz bay pre- 
ented us from reaching the duke of Abruz- 
i's headquarters and poor ice conditions in 

1901 prevented us from establishing depots 
north of 80 degrees 22 minutes. In this con- 
nection the death.of half our dogs necessita- 
ted the postponement of going to the pole. 
Nothing favored returning via Greenland. 
‘I believe the record of being farthest 
north could have been broken, but it would 
have exhausted our supplies and destroyed 
the hope of finally reaching the pole. ‘ 


Blame for Johannsen. 

* Sailing Master Johannsen’s demands to 
become the America’s captain were unten- 
able and unbearable. His threat Dec. 15 to 
take possession of the ship as captain and 
deal with the crew in accordance with his 
own will might have spoiled the expedition's 
plan if enforced.

TROMSOE, Norway, Sept. 4.—The Bald-

Champ, secretary of 
William Ziegler, in connection with his arc- 
tic expedition, on board arrived here this 
afternoon.

‘LABOR REJECTS ARBITRATION. 


Trades Union Congress at London Op- 
posed to Compulsory Settlement of 


Disputes with Employers. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, Sept. 4.—Today’s session of the 
trades union congress defeated a resolu- 
tion favoring compulsory arbitration. There 
was a long debate over the resolution, which 
proposed the establishment of arbitration 
courts consisting of eQual numbers of work- 
ers and representatives of employers to Set- 
tle trade disputes. The resolution provided 
that these courts should have compulsory 
powers to settle labor troubles where ef- 
forts at conciliation failed. 

The debate over the resolution was acri- 
monious and the din was so great that the 
president’s bell calling for order could not 
be heard. 

The resolution was defeated by a vote of 
961,000 to 303,000. Each delegate casts the 
number of votes of the organization he repre- 
sents. 


POLITICAL RIOTS IN PORTO RICO 


Republicans Attack Federals at Caguey, 
and State of Anarchy Is 
Reported.

SAN JUAN, Porto Rico, Sept. 4.—There 
have been frequent shootings arising from 
the political quarrels‘ between the repub- 
licans and federals at Caguey during the 
last few days.

on strike for the purpose of obtaining or 
communicating information, or peacefully 
persuading others to, abstain from working 
without using or threatening violence. It 
was also asked that the law be amended to 
release unions from liabilities for injuries 
unless it be shown that the injury was in- 
flicted by sanction of the union.

There would have been astonishment and 
disappointment if Mr. Drew had not em- 
bodied satisfactorily a gentlemanly English 
Lord Lumley, alive only to his work as a 
savant and apathetic to everything else, un- 
til suddenly roused by the knowledge that 
Lady Lumley has been tempted by Sig. 
D’Orell, an Italian novelist. But in the en- 
suing portion of the play, while devising and 
operating a plan to save the woman and to 
bring about the punishment of the man, 
there was more serious work for the actor 
to do than he has done recently, and he did 
it easily, without any noise and yet effect- 
ually. 

A new leading actress, Margaret Dale, had 
been given ‘to the Drew company by Mr. 
Frohman. She played the wife nervously. as 
this was her first important engagement, 
but before she was through with it there 
was no doubt left of her ability to keep 
the place to which she had been advanced.

Rates May Be Raised.

POPULATION LIVING LONGER. 


Census Bureau Gives Figures Showing 
Median Age Is Rising 


Washington. D. C., Sept.. 4.—The census 
bureau today issued a statement showing 
the increasing age of thé population from 
decade to decade. The statement:gives the 
results of computing the median instead of 
the average age. The median is such 8 
age that half the population is under it and 
half is over it. 

The median age of the total population in 
1900 was 22.8, as compared with 21.9 in 1890. 
The median age of the white population in 
the last census year was 23.4, and the col- 
ored, including negroes, Indians, and Mon- 
golians, was 19.7, while in 1890 the white 
population was 22.4 and the colored 18.3. 
The report shows there was an increase 
in the median age of the white population 
during each decade from 1810 to 1900 amount- 
ing in the ninety years to 7.4 years, or an 
average amount of about five-sixths of a 
year in a decade. 

The statement concludes as _ follows: 
“Many complex influences have coiperated 
in producing as a resultant this steady 
change in the age composition of the popu- 
lation. Three may be mentioned—the rapid 
progress of medical and sanitary science, 
which has tended to increase the average 
length“of life; the decrease in the relative 
number of children born, which has made 
the earlier age periods less preponderant 
numerically in the total population: and 
the influx, especially since 1840, of great 
numbers of adult immigrants, increasing the 
number in the older age periods.”

MAYFAIR CUTOFF PLANS GIVE 
 ONWENTSIA A SCARE. 


Marvin Hughitt, Whose Line Proposes 
to Build the Extension, to Be Ap- 
pealed To as a Club Member to Undo 
What He Has Done as a Railway 
Man—Fear for the Future of Fox 
Hunts and Paper Chases—Noise Ob- 
jJectionable Also. 


Fox hunts and paper chases at the On- 
wentsia Golf club are threatened by a new 
branch line which the Northwestern railway 
proposes to build. The first step was taken 
yesterday when the Chicago and Northern 
railway, as the branch line will be known, 
was incorporated. This brought the oppo- 
sition to a head and immediate steps were 
decided on by a number of club members and 
residents of Lake Forest. 

President Marvin Hughitt of the North- 
western, and Vice Presidents H. R. McCul- 
lough and Marshall M. Kirkman are mem- 
bers of the Onwentsia club and residents of 
the north shore as well as railway men. To 
them as club members an appeal will be made 
to stop the work that they, as railway offi- 
cials, have undertaken: And the fox hunting 
enthus believe the appeal will not go 
unheeded. 

The “‘ Mayfair cutoff,” as the new line is 
called unofficially, will extend from near 
Mayfair in a northerly direction to the Mil- 
waukee division of the Northwestern, near 
or at Lake Bluff. This:route will take the 
new line through the Skokie valley and with- 
in a quarter of a mile of the Onwentsia links. 

It is there that the embankment—and On- 
wentsia members declare there will be an 
embankment—will hamper the fox hunters.

He staggered from the place of information 
and a few hours later was found dead.

ARREST IN POISON CASE 


BAILEY KEREKAS ACCUSED OF 
CRIMES IN MICHIGAN. 


Held on Charge of Attempt to Marder 
on Complaint of Former Neighbor, 
Who Saye Kerekas Sent Him Head- 
ache Powders—Mrs. Klump Killed 
Last March by Using Some of Same 
Mixture—Prisoner Versed in Com- 
pounding Drugs. | 


Grand Rapids, Mich., Sept. 4.—[{Special. ]— 
In the arrest at Lowell this morning by the 
sheriff of Ionia county of Bailey Kerekas 
it is believed a solution of the mystery 
surrounding the sudden death of Mrs. Will- 
iam Klump on March 2 last has been found. 
Mrs. Klump died ‘from the effects of a poi- 
‘soned headache powder received by her 
through the mail. Several other persons in 
the: same vicinity were also recipients of 
powders by mail, and some of them nar- 
rowly escaped Mrs. Klump’s fate. It is now 
believed that the powders were mailed by 
one person in a revengeful spirit. 

The warrant on which Kerekas was arrest- 
éd was issued! by Prosecutor W. K. Clute 


of Ionia. on complaint of George Merritt of- 


Saranac, the charge being attempted mur- 
der. Merritt received by mail one of the 
powders and took it a short time before the 
death of Mrs. Klump. 

Several years ago George Merritt lived 
upon the same farm where Mrs. Ktemp 
died and was Kerekas’ nearest neighbor 
At that time the two men quarreled fre- 
quently and on more than one occasion came 
to blows. Merritt claims now that at that 
time Kerekas, who is the smaller man of 
the two and always got the worst/of the 
fights, made threats to get even “if it took 
him ten years to do so.” 

Soon after he commenced his investiga- 
tions Sheriff Chapman secured specimens 
of Kerekas’ handwriting and discovered a 
similarity between the inscription upon the 
poison envelope and these samples.

Upon the envelope in which the powder was 
received by Merritt two words were mis- 
spelled, and, singularly enough, in writing 
the address upon this sheet of paper Kere- 
kas misspelled the same two words. 

Kerekas is about 40 years of age and 
was born near Lowell. His father and 
mother, who are Hungarians, live just across 
the road from him. |

Williams and Beale both admit assaulting 


| Marriott, and each is willing to shoulder the 


charge of shooting. They declare Marriott 
attacked the reputation of a young society 
woman and that they punished him for the 
attack. 

Marriott, his physicians say, will recover 
unless blood poisoning sets in. 

“All Concerned Are Prominent. 

No affair in recent years has caused such 
a sensation. “Both Beale and Williams have 
been. prominent financially and socially for 
years and they’are nearly as well known in 
others parts of the country as In California. 

Truxton Beale is the son of the late’ Gen. 
Beale, Who came to California many years 


‘| ago and accumulated a vast estate.’ Beale 


was at one time United States minister to 
Persia and later to Greece, and is at present 
a member of the wool dealing firm of Shoo- 
bert, Beale & Co. 

T. H. Williams is known all over the coun 
try as a racing man. He is president of the 
California Jockey club, which controls racing 
In California. “He inherited a large fortune 
from his father and is rated as a millionaire. 

Frederick Marriott, the wounded publisher, 
is also well known. He inherited the News 
Letter, a weekly publication, from his father, 
who established the paper many years ago. 
Marriott was also publisher of the Overland 
Monthly. 

While the alleged slanderous story pub- 
lished bythe News Letter which 
the shooting did not mention the young 
woman's name, it was generaNy known who 
was referred to. The young woman was 
heartbroken over the publication and ap- 
pealed to Beale, an old friend of her family, 
for assistance: Beale asked the advice of 
Williams and together they went to Mar- 
riott’s house. The shooting followed. 

In speaking of.the affair Williams said: 
“We undoubtedly committed an assault on 
Marriott, but we feel we were entirely justi- 
fied in doing so, as he had attacked in his 
paper the reputation of an estimable young 
jwoman without any reason or cause. We 
are both satisfied that the attack in his paper 
Was made with malice. 
only remedy for such a procedure was phys- 
ical punishment, and we administered it.”’ 


2 Lives in San Rafael. 


Beale said: ‘The attack was made on a 
particularly warm friendwof mine, who lives 
with her mother in San Rafael. Sheis well 
known in society and not the least word 
of scandal has ever attached to her name. 
Recently her sister became insane and is 
now in a sanitarium. The article appeared 
in last Saturday’s News Letter. It did not 
mention her name, but it indicated clearly 
at whom it was aimed. It told of her play- 
ing tag in a night gown at Mount Tamalpais 
with a party of friends. We felt perfectly 
justified in taking the measures we did, and 
have nothing to regret.”’

Oyster Bay, N. Y., Sept. 4.—The president 
today entertained Grand Duke Boris at 
luncheon. The grand duke came to Oyster 
Bay from Newport on Ogden Mills’ yacht, the 
Felicia. With him were Count Cassini, the 
Russian ambassador at Washington; private 
secretary to the grand duke Greaves, Ogden 
Mills, and Assistant Secretary of State 
Peirce, the representative of this govern- 
ment. 

The president met his guests in the wide 
hall of his home on Sagamore Hill, and after 
the presentations, which were made by Count 
Cassini, luncheon was announced. The grand 
duke called simply to pay his respects, and 
at 3:30 the party left on the Felicia for 
Newport. 

Henry White, secretary to ghe American 
embassy at London, also called on the presi- 
dent today to present his son John, who will 


enter a college in this country in the fall.*) 


Mr. White was the guest of Mrs, James 
Roosevelt at luncheon, Mrs. Theodore Roose- 
velt also being present. 


‘President’s Face Still Marked. 


President Roosevelt and Secretary Cor- 
telyou have recovered from the effects of 
their accident yesterday, but still bear awk- 


ward marks of the catastrophe. Dr. Lung, + 


the, president’s official physician, thinks that 
the marks on the president's face will dis- 
appear in about four days. . 

Apropos of the accident, the suggestion was 
made today that an added measure of safety 
would be taken if the local committees hav- 
ing charge of the president’s reception at the 
various cities would see to it that none but 
docile horses are attached to the carrtagesin 
which the president and members of his 
party ride. While the horses which were 
hitched to the president’s carriage yester- 
day, it is stated, were quiet, still at other 
times skittish animals have been furnished. 

The president tried to arrange matters so 
that he could go to Chicago to attend the 
funeral of William,Craig, the secret service 
agent who was killed in the Pittsfield acci- 
dent. But it became apparent that it will 
be impossible to change the president's pres- 
ent plans without inconveniencing so many 


people that he had to set aside his personal , 


inclinations. The president will send a 
wreath to be laid on Craig's coffin. 

The president is receiving a large number 
of messages of congratulation over his es- 
cape from serious injury yesterday. These 
have come from some of the crowned heads 
of Etrope as well as from leading public 
men and private citizens in this country. 


: Messages from Abroad. 

Washington, D. C., Sept. 4.—Messages of 
congratulation over the escape of the pres- 
ident from his accident yesterday have be- 
gun to come to the state department from 
abroad. One of the first was the following 
from Emperor William of Germany:

Having passed on the railroad assessments 
the board of review yesterday declared its 
work for 1902 completed and adjourned. The 
members all anrrounced that they would take 
the vacations coming to them. Fred W. 
Upham left for New York in the afternoon. 
F. D. Meacham, who will become the presi- 
dent of the board next year, said he expected 
to rest at Lake Geneva, and Roy O. West will 
visit his native town of Paris, Ii].

He 
puts the cotton crop of 1901-'02 at 10,680,680 
bales. an increase of 207,258 over that of 
1900-'01. 

He says that, compared with last year, 
Texas, including Indian territory, decreased 
$16,000 bales; the guif states increased 653,- 
yoo and the Atlantic states increased 461,000. 

Mr. Hester makes the actual producticn of 
Oklahoma 130,812, against 119,063 last year, 
and of Missouri 31,412, against 25,704 last 
year. He puts the average commercial value 
of this year’s crop at $41.01 per bale, against 
$47.63 last year and $38.55 the year befpre.

Yesterday the democratic state convention 
contented itself with ignoring the Kansas 
City platform. Today an attempt was made 
to secure an indorsement of the platform. 
The gold. democrats who returned to the 
party fold yesterday led the revolt and dur- 
ing the uproar that followed the convention 
voted to adjourn, refusing to listen to the 
proposition. 
The second day’s session was almost as 
bitter as the first. The convention succeed- ‘ 
ing in completing the state ticket, but the 
party leaders failed in their attempt to get 
John W. Wattawa to withdraw as candidate 
for lieutenant governor, and stirred up addi- 
tional bitterness by the attempt. cod 


Urges Indorsement of Silver. 

W. H. Rogers of Madison caused the sen- 
sation of the day. “I have a resolution 
here which I wish to introduce,” he said, 
“the responsibility for it rests on no one 
but myself. We had to forego saying any- 
thing upon the pldtform when it was adopt- 
ed in the interest of harmony. But now 
I wish the convention to pass a resolution 
and make it a part of the platform to in- 
dorse the principles and policies of the dem- 
ocratic party as expressed in its national 
platform.” 

The convention was tmmediately in a tu- 
mult. Ex-Senator Vilas sat near Mr. Rog- 
ers. He turned white and shouted vigor- 
ously: ‘‘ No, no.”” John A. Aylward also 
of Madison, moved that the convention ad- 
journ. Leopold Hammel of Milwaukee 
raised a point of order on the resolution. 
Delegates in all parts of the hall were on 
their feet clamoring for the chair. Mr. 
Aylward insisted upon his motion to ad- 
journ, and it carried effectively, shutting 
off debate upon the Rogers resolution and 
turning down the national platform. 


Attempt to Oust Wattawa. 

The convention did not get to the work of 
completing the ticket this morning for the 
reason that a movement was started to pull 
John Wattawa, the nominee for Heutenant 
governor, off the ticket. Charges were made 
that Mr. Wattawa had been disbarred from 
practicing in the case of pension claims. It 
was also said other charges were pending 
against him at Green Bay. The leaders 
tried to get him to withdraw. 

Wattawa admitted he had ‘trovble with 
the pension department, but said if he was 
disbarred he had no notice of it. He would 
not withdraw. When told that he would 
have to get out on account of his record he 
js reported to have said: ‘If I am to get off 
the ticket on account of my record, what are 
you going to do with the head of the ticket?’”’ 

It wds not determined tonight just what 
would be done in the Wattawa case. Mayor 
Rose said he would stand by him and that 
he should remain on the ticket, but other 
of the leaders are determined to drive him 
off. The state central committee was em- 
powered to fill any vacancies‘on the ticket. 

The convention had a hard time to get any 
one to accept the nomination for state treas- 
urer. The office was offgred to a number 
of men throughout the state, but they all 
Col. George W. Bird of Madison 
also refused to accept the nomination for 
attorney general. 


HOPKINS SPEAKS AT BELVIDERE 


Illinois Congressman Discusses Nation- 
al Issues at the Fair Grounds— 
8,000 People Present. 


Belvidere, Ill., Sept. 4.—[Special. ]—Repub- 
lican day at the Boone county fair today at- 
tracted a gathering of 8,000 people. Con- 
gressman A. J. Hopkins was the speaker. 
His address was principally in praise of the 
achievements of the republican party. 

Congressman Hopkins laid special stress 
on the fact that the republicans had given 
to the farming communities over 10,000 rural 
mail routes, and Le declared that there was 
not one piece of important legislation that 
had worked good to any great class of people 
in the last forty years that does not bear the 
impress.of republican statesmanship. 

Towards the close of his address he re- 
ferred to the state institutions, declaring 
that they were never better conducted than 
they are today. He urged united support of 
republican state and congressional candi- 
dates. 


URGE TARIFF CHANGES IN IOWA. 


Republican Leaders Meet and Agree to 
. Favor Readjustment of Schedule 


in Campaign Speeches. 


Des Moines, Ia., Sept. 4.—[Special.]—Iowa's 
republican leaders met here today to decide 
on plans for the state campaign, and agreed 
to support the policy of tariff readjustment. 

The conference was well attended. Allthe 
congressmen except Cousins and Hull were 
present, with Senator Dolliver, Gov. Cum- 
mins, practically all the candidates for state 
offices, members of the state committee, and 
many of the county chairmen of the state. 

The tariff question was given considerable 
attention by the speakers. Senator Dolliver 
used even stronger terms in stating his belief 
that the party should- change the tariff 
schedules to meet the new conditions than 
in his addrese before the legislature gast 
winter, and with his conclusions in the main 
Speaker Henderson and other members of 
congress agreed. 

Speaker Henderson declared that if it were 
possible to secure a change in a few sched- 
ules the republican position would be im- 
pregnable. However, he did not believe this 
could be accomplished during an extra ses- 
sion of congress, because of opposition in the 
senate, and Dolliver was of a like belief. 


SORGHUM CROPS OF KANSAS. 


Kaffir Corn Shows Great Increase in 


Acreage and Affects Prosperity 
of the State. 


Topeka, Kas., Sept. 4.—[Special.]—The 
Kansas bureau of agriculture today issued a 
report on the sorghum industry of Kansas, 
which shows the remarkable Increase in the 
acreage of Kaffir corn and its effect on the 
prosperity of the state. 

The report shows a great decrease in the 
saccharine varieties of sorghum and Increase 
in the hardy forage varieties. Twenty years 
ago twice as much saccharine sorghum was 
raised as in last year, and the acreage plant-. 
ed in forage sorghum is now 905 per cent 
larger than at that time. 

The statistics show a gain in Kaffir corn of 
130.000 acres, or 21 per cent over 1901. 

The report declares that Kaffir corn and 
alfalfa have been largely responsible for the 
recent prosperity of western Kansas.

STORE PACKERS 


Ward & Co. Yield on Most 
Points, but Refuse to Re- 
instate Ex-Employes. 


UNION TOBEREORGANIZED 


Ghetto District Faces Shortage 
in Bread Supply Due to 
Walkout of Bakers. 


After a long and stormy conference, the 
executive committee of the Chicago federa- 
tion of labor succeeded in settling the strike 
of the packing room employés of Montgom- 
ery Ward & Co. late yesterday afternoon. 
The firm has granted most of the demands 
of the men, but refused to reinstate six of its 
former employés, 

The settlement of the strike is the opening 
wedge to the complete unionizing of the mail 
order houses of the city. This was recog- 
nized by both the officials of theunion and 
the members of the firm. It was the chief 
pointwat issue and the men were willing to 
sacrifice the six who are not reinstated to 
obtain the company’s sanction to their or- 
ganization. The fact that their union has 
been recognized and given power to make 
contracts is held by the executive committee 
of the federation to be a pronounced victory. 


Strike Due to Dismissals. 


The strike was called last week when the 
firm discharged several of its employés, al- 
leging that the men had used the firm’s time 
to unionize the packing room. At that time 
there was no question of wages or hours in- 
volved. These came with the growth of the 
strike. 

The exact terms of the settlement would 
not be given out last night, but Organizer J. 
J. Fitzpatrick is jubilant, and looks to see 
all the mail order houses organized before 
the close of the month. He said the com- 
mittee probably would take up the Butler 
Bros.’ strike today, where 116 men are con- 
cerned. The Ward & Co. strike involved 
seventy-eight men. 


Ghetto Short of Bread. 

Breadstuffs have become scarce in the 
Ghetto district since the bakers went out 
onia strike. Although eight of the sixteen 
employers have signed the union scale, they 
are unable to put out enough bread to meet 
the demands of the trade, which refuses to 
buy any save that made by orthodox Jews. 

Yesterday little boys and girls stood be- 
fore the shops employing nonunionists and 
shouted at ali who entered. Those who pur- 
chased bread were followed to their resi- 
dences and on the way made the butt of 
rough gibes. The entire district has been 
stirred up, but n@w violence was offered dur- 
ing the day. 


Chairman Job Talks to Strikers. 

Late in the afternoon Frederick W. Job 
of the state board of arbitration took a trip 
to the Ghetto, and at Porges hall, Jefferson 
and Maxwell streets, he found the strikers 
in conference. After explaining who he was 
and what his mission was, Chairman Job 
asked how the, trouble started. 

“There is no trouble,’ replied a striker, 
‘there is only a strike.’”’ He then explained 
that the bakers want to begin work at 6 
a. m. instead of at 2 a. m., that they want 
to work but ten hours a day, and do not 
want to unload floor or any other goods 
outside of the bakery. 

The point of difference that is causing 
the strike to continue is the hour when work 
shall begin. The employers refuse to change 
the time, asserting that to do so they will 
be forced to change the entire baking sys- 
tem. 

Chairman Job induced both parties to the 
strike to meet him at his office this after- 
noon. Once there he will try and adjust 
matters. 


Organizing Freight Handlers. 

L. J. Curran, who had charge of the frieght 
handlers’ strike in this city, left for Kansas 
City yesterday to organize the freight han- 
dlers there. This is to be the first important 
step in the formation of a national freight 
handlers’ union, with locals in every impor- 
tant city in the country. When Curran has 
organised Kansas City he will go to Omaha 
and St. Paul. 

German as well as other turners in the 
country will be called on to give financial 
assistance to the striking miners in Penn- 
sylvania. The work of coliection has been 
started here among the 4,000 local turners 
and will be taken up in other cities during 
the coming week. 

Dr. Leopold Neuman, 765 West Chicago 
avenue, is the Chicago representative of the 
turners, and the general offices of the so- 
cieties in Indianapoplis will have charge of , 
the country collections. The turners hope to 
collect over $10,000 within the next three 
weeks. The scheme originated here and is 
being pushed by Chicago men. 

Trust Tugs Remain Idle. 

No tugs were operated in Chicago yester- 
day by the “tug trust”’ despite the gn-. 
nouncement from Cleveland that the strike 
had been settled. None will be put into serv~ 
ice until the order has been issued by Presi- 
dent Valiquet of the Tug Firemen and Line- 
men’s union. President Valiquet is in Cleve- 
land in conference with other labor leaders 
regarding the disposition to be made uf the 
crews now operating the “ trust's boats. 

In the final details of the settlement of the 
tug strike announced in Cleveland yesterday, 
the firemen and liinesmen were granted ail 
their demands. The men at Duluth wil! get $60 
a month, the same as is paid in Chicago, and 
at all other ports the wage will be $52.50, 
which is an advance of $2.50 over that paid 
last season. Senator Hanna presented to 
Secretary Barter of the Longshoremen’s as- 
sociation the pen with which the agreement 
to settle the strike was signed. ‘ 


Committees to Settle Strike. 

The Cement Contractors’ associatiom and 
the Cerhent Finishers’ union each appointed 
a committee of ten yesterday to hold a 
joint session and try to bring about a set- 
tlement of the strike that is tying up the 
cement business of the city. 


White Button for Car Men. 
_ The employés of the Union Traction com- 
pany have decided to adopt a large white but- 
ton, to be worn on the sapel of the coat. 
This button, it is believed, will lead to the 
same rough handling of nonunion men as 
did the red ribbons on Labor day. The ef- 
fect of these disturbances has been to drive 
over 70 per cent of the company’s benevolent 
association into the ranks of the union, Pres- 
ident J. M. Roach will announce the name 
of the company’s arbitrator today. 


AID OF G. A. R. NOT WANTED. 


Confederate Veteran at New Orleans 
Explains Opposition to Joint Fund 
for Soldiers’ Home. 


. New Orleans, La., Sept. 4.—[Special.J]— 
There is great opposition among the local 
confederate veterans to the proposition of 
Gen. Ell Torrance, commander-in-chief of 
the Grand Army of the Republic, to help 
raise a fund for the building at Mission 
Creek, Ala., to be used as a home for con- 
federate veterans. Col. J. A. Chalaron, sec- 
retary of the Confederate Memorial associa- 
tion here, said: “I am heartily opposed to 
Gen. Torrance’s proposition, which would 
be doomed to failure from the beginning. 
Some years ego there was started in Mobile 
one of these blue and gray organiaa- 
tidns. which was finally disbanded by the 
confederate president killing the representa- 
tive of the Grand Army of the Republic.”

THINKS STRIKE WILL END SOON. 


Henry E. Weaver, the Coal Dealer, 
Looks for an Early Settlement 
of the Mine Trouble, 


** In spite of what many persons think to be 
the hopeless outlook for a settlement of the 
anthracite éoal strike, especially in view of 
the recent absolute refusal of President 
Baer of the Reading railroad to arbitrate, I 
feel confident that the strike will be overina 
short time, perhaps two weeks,’’ said Henry 
E. Weaver, president of the Weaver Coal 
and Coke company, yesterday on his return 
from a trip to New York and the eastern 
coal regions. ‘‘Il am not at liberty to give 
all my reasons for this belief, but I am sure 
that the miners themselves will soon realize, 
as they began to realize some time ago, that 
winter is geoming on, and that in many ways 
it is to their interest to recede from their 
position and make a compromise settlement 
with the operators. 

“The strike is bound to leave a shoft sup- 
ply here at best. The mines will have to be 
aired and pumped out before the work of 
getting out coal begins, and that will delay 
operations. Then, naturally, the eastern 
market will get the first and principa! favors 
in the way of hard coal. 

‘**One most noticeable result of the strike 
has been the growing use of soft coal in the 
east. Stoves are already being put on the 
market in large quantities to supply the in- 
creased demand for soft coal. An interest- 
ing feature of my visit in New York was the 
sight of black smoke pouring out of chim- 
neys, showing the displacement of hard coal 
by soft coal.” 

Soft coal dealers in Chicago describe the 
price of that commodity as “ fluttering,”’ 
and ready any day to take a jump asa result 
of the car famine. 

It was reported yesterday that ex-Senator 
Henry G. Davis, who has large coal interests 
in West Virginia, is planning to push his 
coal business in Chicago and the west on an 


extensive scale through a $5,000,000 com- 


pany, one purpose of which is to fight the 
trust. The officers of the Junior Coal com- 
pany, the senator's company here, refused to 
confirm or deny the report. Other dealers 
expressed much doubt regarding the project. 


Chteagoans in Big Lumber Deal.

Lumber company of Chicago concluded another 
big deal here today fn the purchase of the entire 
plant of the North Wisconsin Lumber company, 
involving upwards of $1,000,000.

A new insurance venture received a set- 
back yesterday when Judge Neely appointed 
Henry W. Leman as receiver for the assets 
of the Central Life Underwriting associa- 
tion. Willlam Penn Nixon is presiaent of the 
concern, which has offices in the Marquette 
building. 

According to Dr. C. P. Stringfield, a direc- 
tor of the concern, who asked for the appoint- 
ment of the receiver, the association was 
incorporated June 27,, 1900.,for the purpose 
of soliciting applications for life insurance 
in such companies as it might arrange with. 
Capital stock to the amount of $50,000, it is 
said, was subscribed for by John E. Myers, 
E, F. Seeberger, Ephraim Banning, Thomas 
Cc. MacMillan, and William Penn Nixon. 

Myers, it is averred, was the promoter of the 
corporation and has practically had its sole 
management. 

Allegations of Petitioner. 

Dr. Stringfield declares that ne was induced 
to purchase $500 worth of stock in the con- 
cern on the representation that he would be 
appointed its medical director, and that it 
was about to take over the business of the 
Western Reserve Life association, which 
would furnish the association a large volume 
of business. 

Subsequently, it is ¢harged, Dr. String- 
field performed professional services by 
which the defendant concern became in- 
debted to him in the sum of over $2,500, no 
part of which has been paid, he says. 
He also says he loaned $370 to the associa- 
tion, for which it still is indebted to him. 

During the early part of the present year, 
it is charged, Dr. Stringfield s induced by 
Myers to indorse a note of the company, 
payable to the Western State bank of Chi- 


eago, for thesum of $6,000, on the representa- 


tion that the note was abundantly secured 
by collateral deposited with the bank. Dr. 


' Stringfield was also induced, he says, to 


sign two promissory notes, each for $1,800, 
payable to the Oak hati bank, for the bene- 
fit of the concern. 


Charges Notes Are Unpaid. 

Neither of these notes has been paid, it fs 
asserted, although one of them is now past 
due. The note at the Western State bank 
will mature within a few days, it is declared, 
and Dr. Stringfield alleges that the associa- 
tion has no funds with which to pay any of 
the amounts due. 

Dr. Stringfield goes on to say that in July 
1901, J. N. Hagins, who is made a party de- 
fendant to the bill, purchased from the de- 
fendant association common stock to the 
amount of $43,000 par value, paying for it by 
transferring to the concern threé promissory 
notes aggregating $43,000. : 

The real value of these nafés, it is declared, 


not exceed $9,000, and tBey are now inthe 


hands of the Western State Bank of Chi- 
eago as collateral to secure the payment of 
two notes of the association, upon one of 
which Dr. Stringfield says he is liable as in- 
dorser. 

The complainant further charges that it is 
the purpose of the president and secretary 
of the association to deliver back to J. N. 
Hagins the securities as soon as the indebt- 
edness to the bank is paid. 

Dr. Stringfield asserts that the entire as- 
sets of the association do not exceediin vaiue 
$10,000 and that it is wholly insolvent. An 
accounting is asked.

| Cubans soil ef Cuba produces more 
Should cotton to the acre—and of 
Raise a longer staple—than is 
Cotton, produced in any other part 


of the world. The length of 

the season and the humidity of the climate 
permit the cotton plant to grow to full ma- 
turity. If, asis alleged, sea island cotton can 
be grown in Cuba to greater advantage than 
in the United States, Cubans should pay at- 
tention to cotton. It will be wise to distrust 
glowing estimates of a net return of $3,000 
from thirty-three acres planted in sea 
island cotton; but there is always a steady 
and profitable demand for that fiber, which 
brings now 27 cents a pound at Liverpool. 
Beet sugar keeps Cuban cane sugar out of 
English markets. The American tariff 
. bears heavily on Cuban producers of to- 
baeco and sugar. There is no American 
duty on cotton. European nations do not 
impose duties on that product... The Cubans 
will be able to sell at a profit in this country 
and in otber countries all the sea island 


cotton they can grow. American capital is 


being invested in Cuban cotton lands. From 
all appearances it is bein wisely invested. 
The Cuban congress has a bill before it for 
the encouragement of the new industry by 
the free admission of al! cotton machinery. 
That is intelligent legislation. When reci- 
procity is secured the cultivation of the two 
staple products of Cuba wilf become profit- 
able, but the more staple products the island 
has the better for it. The Cubans should 
experiment with cotton. 


CHURCH FINANCES. 

The financial movement nowadays that 
does not go by millions is looked upon as of 
little account, but it would hardly have been 
expected a few years ago that religious de- 
nominations would set to work-to raise mil- 
lions and set them apart as a special fund 
for various purposes. When we remember 
the difficulties encountered and the various 
devices once resorted to to meet the running 
expenses of churches the present financial 
operations of religious societies read like the 
story of Aladdin’s lamp. : 

The beginning of the twentieth century 
ushered in a jubilee year for the churches, 
and nearly all of the denominations resolved 
to make a vigorous and concentrated effort 


. to establish a jubilee fund. The aggregate 


amount of this fund was set at $50,000,000. 
Of this amount $40,000,000 has been raised, 
and the remainder will be in hand by the 
close of the year. Indeed, the prospect is 
excellent that the sum determined upon will 
be exceeded. Some of the details of this 
great financial operation are interesting. 
The Methodist denomination has been prom- 
inent in the work. The Methodists north 
alone have raised $17,000,000 and their 
Canadian brethren $1,250,000. In England 
the Calvinistic Methodists have raised 
$500,000, the United Free Methodists 
$600,000, and the Wesleyan Method- 
ists $4,500,000. The latter will devote 
a la®e part of their fund to the 
purchase of the old London aquarium, 
close by Westminster Abbey, which will be 
converted into a Wesleyan churchhouse and 
be the headquarters of Wesleyans the world 
over. Besides these funds the Canadian 
Presbyterians, who started out to get 
$1,000,000, already have $1,430,000. The 
English Congregationalists have raised $3,- 
312,000, and the English Baptists $1,250,- 
000. There are numerous other denomina- 
tions to hear from, and there are yet nearly 
four months of work ahead. It would not 
be at all surprising if the fund reached $75,- 
000,000 at the close of the year. 

It is to be remembered in this connection 
_that the collection of these millions has not 
in any way interfered with the regular col- 
lections for the support of missionary enter- 
prises and for the running expenses of the 
churches. On the other hand, it is claimed 


that the latter have been considerably in- 


ereased. Certainly this is a most gratifying 

exhibit. If it be true that “ money talks,” 

then it is talking in a most convincing way 

as to the great interest at present in the 

eanse of religion and the fundamental pros- 
4 

pect of the churches, 


GOV. STONE'S BLUFF. 

Gov. Stone’s intimation that he means to 
call a special session of the Pennsylvania 
legislature to enact a compulsory arbitra- 
tion law is, if we may be permitted the 
phrase, a “grand stand play.’’ Probably 
he has no intention of doing anything of the 
sort. Pennsylvania legislatures usually 
obey the orders of the party leaders, but it 
would be putting the loyalty of the legisla- 
tors to a severe test to direct them to enact 
so revolutionary a measure, a measure 
striking so directly at the fundamental ideas 
of personal liberty and individual rights, 
cherished in Pennsylvania asin other states, 


asa eompulsory arbitration law. That kind 


of arbitration has been tried for several 
years in New Zealand, and is now, being 
tried in New South Wales. The virtues of 
this method of settling industria! disputes 
have been lauded in more than one book. 
For a time the New Zealand workingmen 
approved of the plan, because all decisions 
were in their favor. Recently decisions 
bave been given against them, and their 
‘faith has been shaken. American working- 
men are opposed to compulsory arbitration. 
So, too, are English workingmen. At yes- 
terday’s session of their Trades union con- 
gress a resolution favoring compulsory ar- 
bitration was defeated by a vote of more 
than three to one. 3 

We have no idea that the governor of 
Pennsylvania has ‘any thought of convening 


a 
~ 


the legislature to ask it to enact a law which 
will be offensive to every union man in the 
state. He is only “ making a bluff” to 
back up. Senators Quay and Penrose, who 
are seeking to bring pressure to bear upon 
President Baer of the Reading road. The 
two senators are anxious to have the strike 
settled. They are afraid that if it is not 
the republican ticket will lose many votes. 
That would be a misfortune from a political 
point of view, but it would be an extraor- 
dindry performance for the governor of 
Pennsylvania to call ¢ special session of the 
legislature to enact a compulsory arbitra- 
tion law. Such a law would work a com- 
plete readjustment of the relations between 
employer and employé. It would give to the 
courts, or to some special tribunal, the power 
to force employers to pay wage scales im- 
posed on them by an outside authority, and 


to compel workingmen to work for wages | 


they thought too low or go to jail if they re- 
fused. 

We do not imagine that zeal for the inter- 
ests of the republican party—or Senator 
Quay—or a desire to have the coal strike 
settled will induce Gov. Stone to call a spe- 
cial session té revolutionize the relations be- 
tween employer and employé in Pennsyl- 
Vania. 


THE WISCONSIN DEMOCRATS. 

The Wisconsin democrats say: ‘* We 
“realize that the republican party of his- 
“tory has been, temporarily at least, driven 
“from the political field in this state.” 
Judging from the harsh remarks of the 
democrats concerning the republican party 
which now confronts them they look on it 
as being inferior in moral respects to “ the 
republican party of history ’’ with which 
they have fought so many battles. 

The Wisconsin democrats are not the 
only democrats who profess a fondness for 
“the republican party of history.” Some- 
times one finds in democratic platforms or 
in democratic speeches complimentary ref- 
erences to “the republican party of Lin- 
coln’s day” at the expense of the repub- 
lican party of this day. But when the demo- 
crats in Wisconsin and other states were 
contending with the republican party of 
by gone years they paid it no compliments, 
One will look in vain in democratic plat- 
forms of the past for words of approyal of 
the contemporaneous republican party or 
of any of its acts. The democrats of a par- 
ticular year have always condemned, and 
not always in choice language, the repub- 
lican party and. the republican policies of 
that year. This will be the case so long as 
the two parties endure. : 

’ The reference in the platform to “ the 
republican party of history’ may provoke 
general derision. The tariff plank of the 

latform may strike a sympathetic chord 
in some quarters. Nobody disputes the ex- 
istence of tariff abuses which should be 
reformed. The system which permits great 
corporations to have a lower scale of prices 
for foreign than for domestic consumers is 
a nefarious system. But it is a matter of 
extreme difficulty to extirpate tariff abuses 
without doing more harm than good—with- 
out creating distrust in business circles, and 
perhaps bringing on industrial disturbances 
that would be injurious to the people at 
large and the workingmen engaged in the 


industries specially affected, while there 


would not be any sufficient compensating 


benefit directly or indirectly accruing to the 


people. 

The iron and steel schedule could be vast- 
ly improved, but probably if it were left 
to a vote of the men employed in that in- 


dustry to decide whether the schedule should 


be revised they would, in view of existing 
prosperity, decide it was better to.do nothing 
which might change the existing state of 
affairs. The same may be said of every 
other interest. The men employed in it 
would object to any interference with the 
present schedules. They might be willing 
to interfere with other industries, but not 
with their own. 

The question is not one that affects solely 
the employer or the men who work for 
him. It affects whole communities. The 
people have not forgotten when the fur- 
naces at South Chicago were closed and 
the place was dead. There was not work 
then for a tenth of the men who aré em- 
ployed now. Nobody interested in the wel- 
fare of Chicago wishes to see a renewal 
of the painful scenes of 1893. On the other 
hand, if it‘can be shown that faulty tariff 
schedules can be revised without general 
disturbance of business, no fair minded 
business man will object. Theoretically, it 
is imperative that the tariff shall be re- 
formed. Practically, it is necessary that 
the entire subject shall be handled with ex- 
treme caution. 


PUBLIC BRIDGE BUILDING. 

The State street merchants cannot be 
blamed for feeling annoyed by the present 
condition: of the State street bridge. .A 
State street location is not inexpensive. 
Rent is calculated there on the hypothesis 
that the bridge will be open and that peo- 
ple will be coming across it. When the 
bridge is closed and people cannot come 
across it the merchant loses money. Na- 
turally and properly he objects. 

Not long ago there was trouble at the 
Van Buren street bridge. That bridge is a 
bascule bridge. An armature was burned 
out. The city officials took their time about 
getting a new one. The delay was of that 
protracted kind which only a twentieth cen- 
tury, full blaze of modern progress, Ameri- 
can municipality can accomplish. ‘Traffic 
Was suspended and Van Buren street trade 
was disturbed. Naturally and properly the 
Van Buren street merchant objected. 

Division street is just as unfortunate. It 


is the only street running across Goose is-- 


land (Ogden island) from east to west. It 
needs two bridges, one across the canal 
and the other across the river.» For months 
the one across the canal has been a tem- 
porary pontoon structure which can be used 
only by foot passengers. Street car serv- 
ice has, therefore, been abandoned. But 
here was the city’s opportunity. While the 
new canal bridge was being built the river 
bridge could have been built, too. Was this 
done? Certainly not. The city waited till 
considerable progress had been made on 
the canal bridge, and then, when people 
were looking forward to a resumption of 
traffic, went to work and tore out the old 
river bridge on the other side of the island. 
That is, instead of building the bridges simul- 
taneously it is building them consecutively. 


‘What this means is clear enough to any- 


body who knows how few opportunities 
there are of getting across the river on the 
northwest side. The people of the vicinity 
are greatly inconvenienced. Naturally and 
properly they object. 

But what are all these objections worth ? 
Governmental. enterprises, being removed 
from the ruthless and unscrupulous hands

MAYOR JOHNSON MAY BE THE MAN. 

Tom L. Johnson may not be “ the coming 
man,” but he is a.growing man. Last week 
he was the chief of the democrats of Cleve- 
land. This week he is the leader of the dem- 
ocrats of Obio. Is he to be, two years hence, 
the leader of the democrats of the United 
States? Perhaps he hassuch dreams. The 
men who have ruled the Ohio democracy in 
the past have died, resigned, or been driven 
from the field. The mayor of Cleveland has 
become the undisputed master of the demo- 
cratic party in a great state. Why should 
not the mayor of Cleveland try to follow in 
the footsteps of the mayor of Byffalo? 

Mayor Johnson wishes to the heir of 
all Mr. Bryan’s political goods and chattels. 
For this reason the Ohio platform contains 
a kind mention of Mr. Bryan and his princi- 
ples. Wisconsin and lowa platforms ignore 
both. ‘The men in control in the two states 
need expect no legacies from Mr. Bryan. 
Mayor Johnson fias been civil to him, and 
we are told that civility always pays. 

There will be in the next democratic na- 
tional convention some men who will have 
a lingering affection for Mr. Bryan and his 
curious theories. Mayor Johnson is bidding 
for the votes of such men. He may get 
them. He may get the nomination. The 
republican party in 1904 may find “ a party 
by the name of Johnson” making violent 
efforts to get into the White house. 

Mayor Johnson is a pushing man, an able 
man in many ways. But if the platform | 
upon which he is nominated, if nominated, 
is a reiteration of any of the offensive and 
unpopular doctrines found in the last two 
democratic platforms, or if Mr. Johnson as- 
sures the country that he is loyal to the ideas 
of Mr. Bryan, the republican party will not 
suffer by reason of Mr. Johnson's nomina- 
tion. He will be a é¢andidate whom it will 
be easy to defeat, for he will be the repre- 
sentative of a political “ creed outworn.” 


THE CIRCUS TRUST. 
A dispatch recently statea that the three 
largest circus organizations in this country 
had been merged and that the owners had 
organized an out and out frust to freeze 
out the little one ring affairs, parcel out the 
territory, and put up prices. If the news 
be true then it is time for the public to 
give this particular octopus some serious 
consideration. 
The circus trust, like the peanut trust, 
proposes a monopoly of an article which 
is a prime necessity. In this respect, es 
well as in many others, the cireus and the 
peanut are intimately associated. Itis hard 
to conceive of one without the other. The 
cireus is the first public amusement of child- 
hood, and the impressions which it makes 
upon the tender mind are so enduring that 
they remain through youth, middle age, and 
old age. Mankind clings to the circus when 
the theater, the opera, and the vaudeville 
are as dry as a squeezed orange. It is the 
joy of a lifetime and the old ‘man renews 
his youth and lives over his delight.in the 
transports of his grandchildren. If but 
one amusement could be saved and a ref- 
erendum were had the circus would win 
by an immense majority. The three ringed 
monstrosity has done much to destroy the 
keenness of delight with which the one ring 
was enjoyed. It is bewildering to the mind 
and conducive to strabismus to attempt 
to concentrate the gaze upon three ring mas- 
ters, three clowns, three trapezists, and 
three divinities in pink tights flying through 
three hoops, but even this abnormal de- 
velopment has not weakened the circus 
habit in child or man or lessened their de- 
light or made the circus any the less a 
necessity. So long as the trusts monopolize 
luxuries it may be endured, but when it 
comes to monopolizing a necessity of life 
and raising the@rices of it, then it is time 
for the people to rise in protest. Mr. Mor- 
gan and Mr. Rockefeller and Mr. Gould 


may squeeze the public and the public will 


bear it with courage, for not all have to 
have steel and oil and stocks, but when 
Mr. Bailey, and Mr. Sells, and Mr. “ Buf- 
falo Bill”? attempt the squeezing process 
the whole nation should rise in unisonous 
and indignant protest. If they can raise 
the prices at the wagon ticket office, what 
will hinder them from raising the prices 
at the sideshow, “ immediately after the 
performances in the big tent,”’ and raising 
the tariff on the pink lemonades and peanuts 
without which a circus is not a circus? 


COMMISSIONER WRIGHT’S REPORT. 

The first recommendation made by Car- 
roll D. Wright, commissioner of labor, in 
his report on the anthracite coal strike, is 
that the anthracite miners shall cut loose 
from the soft coal men and form their own 
independent organization. Evidently he 
agrees with Abram 8S. Hewitt and some 
mine operators who have been heard from 
on this point that an organization cover- 
ing the entire coal industry of the country 
eannot be an agency for good. 

There are sound reasons for the posi- 
tion. Bituminous and hard (coal are com- 
peting products. An organization taking 
in the producers of both will be controlled 
by the soft coal miners. That control may. 
be used to benefit the soft caal industry at 
the expense of the other industry. If not 
so used the anthracite mine owners will 
always be apprehensive that it will be so 
used. 

Not only are hard coal ard bituminous 
coal competing products, but the conditions 
under which they are mined differ so wide- 
ly as to make it impossible for an organiza- 
tion to devise general regulations applying 
to all the mines. This can be done with 
cotton or woolen mills. Bituminous miners 
know nothing about the mining of anthracite 
and are not competent to lay down rules 
“or that industry. 3 

Commissioner Wright suggests that there 
be an anthracite miners’ union and that 
it be “ financially responsible.” If “ finan- 
it could be made to suf- 
fer if it broke agreements it had entered 
into. If the mine operators had a reason- 
able assurance that agreements made by 
the miners would be faithfully observed 
by them, the edge of the operators’ hostility 
to “organized labor” would be blunted. 
Financial responsibility means incor- 
poration, as recommended recently by Jus- 
tice Shiras. “‘ Organized labor ” is as yet 
opposed to incorporation. It is not likely 
that the anthracite men will form precisely 
the kind of union Commissioner Wright de- 
sires, nor that they will refrain from the 
interference with nonunion men, which is 
one of the features of his plan. 

Even though “ financial responsibility ” 
be lacking, there is no visible reason why 
the operators cannot carry out some of the 
recommendations of Commissioner Wright 
—why they cannot make a temporary tria] 
of the nine hour day and why they cannot 
devise a better method of paying the miners 
for coal than the one now in use, which is 
often unfair to the men.

hear, at the present moment above the 
Quinta of Monserrate, a fairy like pal- 
ace in the Portuguese town of Cintra, 
the American envoy to the.court of 
Lisbon having leased !t for use as his summer 
residence. Started on its career of beauty 
by Wiliam Beckford, the famous author of 
“ Vathek,”’ one of the most eccentric and 
brilliant men of his day, its charms were de- | 
veloped by the late Sir Francis Cook, the 
London tea merchant, whose heirs now own 
it, until it has become one of the most ex- 
quisite places along the entire Portuguese 
coast. Both the late and the present king 
of Portugal have sought to buy it, while the 
present kaiser has likewise made offers for 


helrs of Sir Francis Cook will show them- 
selves more disposed to part with it than he 
was remains to be seen. The fact that it 
should have been let to the United States 
minister as a summer residence certainly 
would lead one to suppose so. 

The house, or rather palace, is of marble 
and mosaics, Moorish in design, and over- 
looks green lawns, which have been coaxed 
from the original forest and gardens rich in ; 
tropical trees and flowers. There are trees 
with flame colored blossoms, others hung 
with purple and. white flowers, rhododen- 
drons, palms, cacti, and everything else that 
can tend to render the aspect of the place 
fairy like. 


Near-by is another palace entirely different 
in. style, which was for a number of years 
the home of the American morganatic wife 
of the late King Ferdinand of Portugal. She 
bears the title of Countess Edla and was for- 
merly Miss Hensler of Boston. It is now 
the summer home of the king and queen of 
Portugal. It is situated some 1,700 feet 
above the sea level, perched in the most fan- 
tastic manner on the summit of a rock, and, 
although fer the greater part of modern 
construction, is, with its massive portals, 
drawbridges, battlements, turrets, and ter- 
races, altogether feudal in its style of archi- 
tecture. It was once a monastery, from.the 
towers of which King Manuel is said to have 
been in the habit of looking leng and oft 
for signs of Vasco da Gama’'s fleet after the 
first expedition to India. Some portions of 
the old monastery still remain, including 
the chapel, the superb alabastar altar piece 
of the early sixteenth century, bearing wit- 
ness to the work of the monks of the period. 
Like the palace occupied by. the United 
States legation, it is surrounded by or forms 
the apex of an immense park and series of 
terraced gardens, which are at all times free 
to the public, and in which the most mar- 
velous art of the landscape gardener, the 
most superb features of tropical floriculture 
and arboriculture are mingled with every- 
thing that Europe can best produce in the 
Shape of trees and flowers. “ 

Lower down in the center of the town, | 
which is the Newport of Portugal and the 
summer resort of royalty and fashion, stands 
the old Moorish palace, now the summer 
residence of the queen mother, Pia. It was 
ocqupled in ancient times by the Moorish 
kings. But in spite of the antiquity of the 
building, the living rooms convey the idea 
of being delightfully cool and ap to date. 
One of the oddest rooms of this palace is that 
known as the hall of magpies. The decora- 
tion of its vaulted ceiling consists of innu- 
merable magpies, each supplied with a rose 
in its claws and a scroll in the beak, on 
which are inscribed the words, “‘ por bem,”’ 
which may be translated as *‘ for good.”’ Ac« 
cording to the tradition, King John I. was 
once caught by his queen kissing one of her 
maids of honor and presenting her with a 
rose. The monarch assured his consort that 
he meant absolutely nothing by either the 
rose or the kiss, and to clinch his words, he 
had this hall thus decorated to commemorate 
the incident, the expression ‘‘ por bem ”’ be- 
ing intended to convey the idea that it was 
*“‘all for good; that is to say, *“‘no harm 
meant,” but ‘‘ purely platonic.’’ . 

Adjoining it is the so-called hall of shields, 
with the coats of arms of seventy-four of the 
most aristocratic Portuguese families paint-

themselves as the “créme de la créme.”’

Decatur, Ill., Sept. 4.—Actién has been 
taken by the Decatur and Lincoln pres-

SAYS CLERKS AT LIBRARY 
ARE SLOW IN SERVING HIM, 


W. D. Morton Says He Cannot Get Prop- 
er Service, but Management Finds 
Small Reason for Threat of a Suit. 


Mythology and folk lore promise to get 
mixed up with law and a civil service investi- 
gation. W. D. Morton, who has been study- 
ing the first and second, threatens to appeal 
to the third and bring about the fourth. He 
affirms that the clerks of the public library 
réference rooms, where he has conducted his 
study of Greek gods and German heroes, have 
been unobliging and impertinent, and that 
the library board has not taken suitable 
action on his complaints. 

Now Mr. Morton threatens to leave the 
Greek gods and the German herees long 
enough to get after the clérks and “ discover 
why he is thus treated.”” An appeal to the 
civil service commission is impending., 

John W. Eckhart of the library board de- 
clared that after a volumineus correspond- 
ence with Mr. Morton they were unable to 
ascertain just what he wanted done. 

““ Some of his specific complaints have been 
inve&tigated,’’ said Mr. Eckhart. “and we 
have found that the clerks were right in 
the stand they took. The board is perfectly 
willing to take any action which may be 
Justified, but we cannot discover just what 
Mr. Morton wants.” 

The real estate man threatened yesterday 
to bring suit against the trustees for with- 
holding privileges from him. 

“I have been discriminated against by 
the clerks at the library ever since I report- 
ed one of them for failure to perform his 
duties,” he said. “They have repeatedly 
filled my requests for books at their leisure, 
taking sometimes as long as half an hour; 
they have answered me impertinently, and 
have refused to do for me what they do for 
other patrons. I have tried in vain to get a 
hearing before the board, and now I propose 
to bring the matter to the attention of the 
civil service commission. Commissioner Fla 
has already been acquainted with the facts 
in the case. If I fail to get redress from 
the commission, I propose to appeal to the 
courts, as I believe I have reasonable 
grounds for action.” 


‘MILK IN PINTS COSTS MORE. 


Dealers Raise the Price of Small Bot- 
tles, While Larger Ones Are. 
Sold at Old Rate. 


The price of milk by the pint has bee 
raised throughout Chicago by an agreemen\ 
among dealers. Formerly a pint cost just 
half as much as a quart. Now, while.$1 
buys fifteen quarts, it buys only twenty-five 
pints. The reason for it, as stated at the 
office of a large milk company, is this: 

“The rise in price is only on pints and 
is necessitated by thé fact that it costs more 
to handle two pint bottles than {[t does te 
handle one quart bottle.”’ 

Another change also is being inaugurated. 
It has been the custom to sell sixteen quarts 
of’ milk for $1 in the summer and fourteen 
quarts in the winter. Hereafter many deal- 
ers will sell fifteen quarts for $1 regardless

NEWS OF THE RAILWAYS. 


OWNERS OF CHICAGO GREAT 
WESTERN HOLD MEETING. 


All of the Old Directors Are Re-elected 
and Figures Are Submitted Showing 
the Erratic Movement of Freight— 
Grand Trenk Buys a Trolley Line— 
Gates Figures in Santa Fe Cutoff 
Deal — Earnings Are Reported — 
Other Affairs of the Traek. 


. Stockholders of the Chicago Great West- 
ern railway company held their annual meet- 
ing in Chicago yesterday, but, although the 
Great Western, like the Illinois Central, fur- 
nishes free transportation to all stockholders 
desiring to attend the annual meeting, not 
over a dozen persons were present. 

President A. B. Stickney and Vice Presi- 
dent Ansel Oppenheim held proxies for more 
than two-thirds of the entire capital stock. 
The only business of interest transacted was 
the election of three directors whose time 
had expired. The incumbents were reélected. 
The board is now composed of Frederick 
Weyerhaeuser, A. B. Stickney, Ansel Oppen- 
heim, J. W. Lusk. Sam C. Stickney, and R. 
C. Wight of St.Paul; William A. Rend and 
T. H. Wheeler of New York, and H. E. 
Fletcher of Minneapolis.

Figures on Freight Earnings. 


The statistics of freight earnings have been 

divided into two periods of six months each 
to show the erratic movement of freight as 
compared with the previous year. The ta- 
bles show that in every item, except dis- 
tances hauled, there was an increase in the 
first six months and a decrease in every 
item, except average rate, in the second six 
months. 
The volume of freight traffic in the terri- 
tory occupied by this company is always 
larger in the first six months of the fiscal 
year—July to December—than in the last six 
months—January to June—but never before 
has the difference been so large. 

Last year the decrease in freight earnings 
between the first six months and the last six 
months was $125,012; this year the decrease 
was $443,031. The largest tonnage in any 
one month was 90,598.000 ton miles in Octo- 
ber, 1901, and the smallest was 41,864,000 ton 
miles in June, 1902. 

These extraordinary fluctuations in ton- 
nage reflect the indirect and direct influ- 
ence of the shortage in the corn crop of 1901. 
Its indirect influence forced an abnormal 
marketing of live stock in the first six 
months, which increased the tonnage and 
left a shortage of live stock to be shipped 
in the next six months. “The direct influence 
was little corn to be shipped during the six 
months following December. 


Improvements of the Year. 


During the year the company has com- 
menced the construction, to be completed 
during the year 1903, of sixty-four miles of 
second main track on the main stem be- 
tween Oelwein and Chicago, and improve- 
ments to the permanent plant, estimated 
to cost $1,500,000. It has added to its mo- 
tive power twenty-four locomotives, cost- 
ing $16,500 each, and has under contract, 
to be delivered during 1902 and 1903, fifty- 
six additional locomotives of the same class. 

It has expended for land and to increase 
its terminal facilities in important towns 
the sum of $222,860. 


Grand Trunk Buys Trolley Line. 

The report that the Detroit and Toledo 
Shore Line, one of the Everett-Moore elec- 
tric traction properties, had been sold to the 
Grand Trunk railroad was contirmed yester- 
day. The Grand Trunk will assume all out- 
standing indebtedness of the Detroit and To- 
ledo Shore Line, aggregating about $1,500,- 
voo. The equity of the Everett-Moore syn- 
dicate from the sale, it is stated, will not ex- 
ceed $100,000. The line extends from Detroit 
to Toledo on a private right of way, 100 feet 
wide. The company spared no expense in 
building the line, using eighty pound steel 
rail, heavy steel bridges, and permanent 
stone arch culverts. 

The track rock ballasted and ready for 
steam traffic, though built for trolley use. 
The company has forty miles of double track 
air line road that was built for great speed. 


Cut Off for the Santa Fe. 


The Santa Fé is understood to have made a 
deal by which it will use the lowa and St. 
Louls road now building from Biddle to 8:. 
Louis, giving it a St. Louis-Kansas City line 
shorter than the Missouri Pacific. From 
Biddle to St. Louis the distance is 154 miles. 
Only part of the Iowa and St. Louis road has 
been built, but the intention to push the con- 
struction as rapidly as possible so as to have 
it completed in time for the St. Louis exposi- 
tion. John W. Gates is said to be the backer 
of the enterprise. 


Doubt as to Burlington Deal. 


Sept. 1 was set as the date for the Burling- 
ton to take possession of the Jacksonville 
and Southeastern, running from Centralia, 
Iil., to Jacksonville, but so far no formal 
notice concerning the matter has been is- 
sued. The opinion prevails, however, that 
the transfer has taken place, as much freight 
that was formerly sent to East St. Louis 
for transfer has been transferred at Cen- 
tralia during the last few days. The Burl- 
ington also has work trains out on the line 
and they are repairing the track as fast 
as possible. It is said that the Burlington 
probably will not announce the change un- 
til the connecting link of track, about twelve 


miles, from Jacksonville to Concord, has |. 


been built. 


“Golden State’? a Prize Name. 


The Rock Island’s new California through 
train has been given the name of “ Golden 
State Limited.” The prize for suggesting the 
name goes to T. H. Davis, who is connected 
with the Denver office of the New York 
Central lines. Announcement of the inten- 
tion of the Rock Island to offer a prize for 
the best name was made only about three 
weeks ago. More than 7,000 names were 
submitted. 

The ten trains required for the service be- 
tween Chicago, Los Angeles, Santa Bar- 
bara, and San Francisco have been ¢com- 
pleted by the Pullman company and witl be 
placed in service on Nov. 1, running via the 
Rock Island system to El Paso and thence 
over the Southern Pacific. 

The schedule has not yet been definitely 
arranged, but the company’s officials say the 
run from Chicago to Pacific coast terminais 
will be as fast as made by any of the trans- 


continental lines.

SPALDING’S FATE WITH JUDGE. 


Final Arguments for Release of Former 
Banker Heard and Early De- 
¢ision Promised. 


Judge Dunne, after hearing final argu- 
ments of counsel for the release of Charles 
W. Spalding, former president of the Globe 
Savings bank and treasurer of the Univer- 
sity of Illinois, who was found guilty of 
emibezziement and sentenced to an indeter- 
minate term in the penitentiary five years 
ago, yesterday took the case under advise- 
ment, promising an early decision. : 

Spalding was taken into court shortly after 
10 o’clock and looked to be in much better 


. health than when he returned from the Joliet 


penitentiary several weeks ago. He was 
greeted affectionately by his wife, and she 
sat by his side holding his hands. 

Assistant State’s Attorneys Barnes and 
Barnett and Assistant Attorney” General 
Smith appeared to oppose the effort made 
to have the former banker released on a 
writ of habeas corpus. Attorney W. 
Anderson represented the defendant. 
argued that Spalding should be paroled by 
the state board of pardons. That bedy, he 
said, had repeatedly refused to consider the 
case. 

He read the rules of the penitentiary and 
exhibited an affidavit from Warden Murphy 
stating that Spalding’s conduct had been 
excellent. 

Spalding is over 60 years old and his race 
is nearly run,’ said Attorney Anderson. 
“JT appeal to your honor to,give him a 
chance. He has been sufficiently punished 
for whatever crime he committed. The 
average term servad by first termers is one 
year six months and five days, according to 
the records of the prison. The board of 
pardons refuses to hear my client's case. It 
is discriminating against him.”’ 

Judge Dunne, in commenting on the action 
of the state board of pardons in refusing to 
consider the Spalding case, said: “Its 
action in.this connection seem to me to be 
injudicious and intemperate. Every man is 
entitled to a hearing.”’

Gebends tn great measure. 


If they prove tractable eat home and attend 
the graded schools regularly, the parental 


_.school will be considered a success, for these 


boys are the firet that have ever been sent 
back to private life from that institution. 
If, on the other hand, the former truants re- 
lapse into their old ways the institution from 
which they were supposed to derive benefit 
is likely to be considered a costly failure. 
The board of education will be able to judge 
whether or not a echool for traants, con- 
ducted along the lines provided according to 
law regarding parental schools, is of material 
benefit to the school system of Chicago. 


Proof of Success Awaited. 

Some of the advocates of the school de- 
clare there is no question about the matter, 
but the school board has determined not to 
erect more buildings et the schoo] until it 
has proven a success. This policy President 
Mark championed last May, when the matter 
of extensive improvements at the school were 


urged. 

It was in the aftermeon that Supt. Mac- 
, Queary permitted the boys to go. The par- 
ents of or Rages present and took their sons 
_home wi them. All of the boys made 
solemn promises to attend school at the 
grades without being urged by the truant 
officers, 


Boys Are Anxious to Go. 

Supt. MacQueary gave the boys a farewell 
talk and some advice. The boys seemed anx- 
lous to go and some of them told those they 
were leaving behind to be good” and they, 
too, sOon would attend another school. One 


_ of the boys cried and said that he did not 
- Want to leave the parental school. He ex- 


— that he was not treated kindly at his 
ome. 

Another boy said he did not get as good 
or as much food at home as he had been re- 
eeiving at the parental school, but declared 
he wanted to be with his mother. 


Names of Boys Kept Secret. 


Supt. MacQueary refused to give the names 
let the boys dismissed. He said he did not 


"desire any attention should be paid to the 


‘boys. 

“These boys have injured no one,”’ said 
the superintendent, “and they should not 
receive any notoriety because they have at- 
‘tended the parental school. They have sim- 
ply been at this school for the good of the 
g@chool system.”’ 

From the report of Fred W. Smedley, di- 
rector of child study and pedagogical in- 
vestigation, the boys who left the schoo! are 
yauch etronger physically than when they 
entered in February.

SUIT TO SAVE CITY CASH. 


TAXPAYER ASKS WRIT TO STOP 
PAY FOR STREET REPAIRS. 


Injunction Is Sought on Ground That 
Money Set Aside for Paving Hay- 
market Square and Other Purposes 
Is to Be Used in Compensating for 
Work Which Should Have Been 
Done by Company—Ald. Race Heads 
Laborers in Raid on Billboards. 


Impending misappropriation of public 
funds is charged in a suit filed yesterday by 
Annie E. Stephenson, a property owner and 
taxpayer, asking an injunction to prevent 
the payment out of money raised by taxation 
for repairs made on fourteen streets by the 


clares the streéts in question were paved by 
the Assyrian Asphalt company and that the 
city is in possession ofa sum of money, with- 
held when the streets were paved, out of 
which payment for repairs should be made. 

It is alleged the repairs consisted of filling 
and covering certain frost marks and sur- 
face cracks caused by ordinary wear and 
tear. It is asserted that this work was un- 
} usual and unnecessary and that payments 
for it from funds raised by general taxation 
would be a waste of public money. 


No Appropriation for Work. 

It is charged that the city and the other 
defendants have pretended that an appropri- 
ation has been made by the city council to 
pay for this kind of work, while the contrary 
is said to be the truth. 

The complainant states that notice was 
given to the Assyrian Asphalt company (to 
make certain repairs on these streets and 
that it refused to comply with the request, 
declaring that the repairs were unnecessary. 
The commissioner of public works then di- 
rected the R. F. Conway company to make 
the repairs. 


Haymarket Fund in Danger. 

Commissioner Blocki, it is averred, pro- 
poses to pay the company for the perform- 
ance of this work out of a fund of $73,000 ap- 
propriated for paving Haymarket square and 
for the restoration of streets where excava- 
tions have been made by plumbers, sewer 
builders, and the water department. This 
fund was not created for such a purpose, it 
is alleged, and the complainant seeks to have 
the defendants enjoined from using it in this 
manner. 

The sum retained by the city from the 


for constructing the pavements is sufficient, 
it is said, to pay for the repairs in question. 


Elevated Road Signs Raided. 

Atting on an opinion of the corporation 
counsel that the city ordinances were being 
violated when the Lake street elevated com- 
pany permitted advertising signs to be placed 
on the station platforms, Ald. Frank Race 
of the Thirty-fifth ward, accompanied by a 
gang of city laborers, made a raid on the 
signs in Austin along the line of the road. 
“Commissioner of Public Works Blocki is- 
sued an order two days ago commanding the 
road officials to remove the signs. When 
Ald. Race discovered the signs’still on the 
station platforms, he hurried to the city hall 
and secured permission from the commis- 
sioner to do the work. - 

Commencing at the Central Avenue station, 
the workmen cleared the platforms to the 
Austin Avenue station. Aid. Race says he 
will keep at the work until all of the signs are 
gone, 


,Ogden Avenue Extension Opposed. 

Ald. Minwegen of the Twenty-first ward 
is radically opposed to the plan of the exten- 
sion of Ogden avenue. The city, he said, 
is not in a position to draw up a 
general fund which would be necessary to 
meet the great expense of opening the west 
side thoroughfare and extending it to Lin- 
coln park. 

“TIT have looked into this matter for a 
number of years and am positive that the 
undertaking would result in a failure, as 
well as place a great hardship on the prop- 
erty owners along the line of the street,’’ he 
said. ‘“‘It would hardly be fair to assess 
owners of property for a distance of one 
mile on each side of the street. They would 
derive no benefit nor would they have oc- 
casion to make use of the new street. 

“ There Are many improvements that are 
of greater necessity. My way of thinking 
is that there is no immediate danger of the 
extension of Ogden avenue.”’ 


A CHICAGO COUPLE’S FATE. 


Ctto Thumbler and a Mrs. Yoting Said to 
Have Expired Mysteriously on Same 
Day—Letter Brings the News. 


Death at sea and burial in the Atlantic 
ocean was the fate of Otto M. Thumbler, a 
Chicago drug salesman, and a woman who 
‘left Chicago with him for South America 
several months ago. Mrs. Thumbler, the 
wife of the salesman, lives at 18 Bryant 
avenue. 

According to information contained in a 
letter written by the ship’s captain to the 
firm Thumbler represented, the man and the 
woman died when the ship in which they 
were bound for Portugal was a few days out 
from Bahia, Brazil, on July 25 last. The mat- 
ter became public with the filing in the 
Probate court of Cook county of the widow’s 
petition to be made administrator of 
Thumbler’s estate. 

Thumbler had just completed a tour of 
South American points in the interest of 
Bauer & Black, Chicago druggists. His com- 
panion was a Chicago woman, said to have 
been a Mrs. Young. When Thumbler left 
Chicago on his last trip, it is said he took 
Mrs. Young with him, and that together they 
traveled in Argentina and other South Ameri- 
ean countries, finally setting sail at Rio for 
Europe. Suddeniy the two were seized with 
a mysterious iliness and they died on the 
same day. 

The bodies were buried at sea together, and 
when the ship reached Lisbon the captain 
notified Bauer & Black, whose address he 
found in Thumbler’s effects.

Milwaukee Avenue Train in| 


Serious Crash During Morn- 
ing Rush Hour. . 


GRIP CAR IS TELESCOPED. 


Passengers Are Hurled to the 
Street in a Struggling, 
Screaming Mass. 


Crowded to the footboards with passengers 
bound for their work, a Milwaukee avenue 
cable train was wrecked yesterday morning 
and twenty-two persons were injured, some 
of them seriously. 

So suddenly were the cars stopped near 
Evérgreen avenue that passengers were 
hurled to the street or over the seats, and 
those escaping injury were thrown into the 
wildest kind of a panic. Men, women, and 


children, piled into a struggling mass, 


screamed and moaned. 

The accident is supposed to haye been 
caused by a clogged cable slot or a protrud-

Trailer Telescopes Grip Car. 


Thomas Meehan was at the grip, and as ts 
customary at that time of day the train was 
running at nearly its topmost speed. When 
in front of 1121 Milwaukee avenue shortly 
after 7 o’clock the grip car was stopped 
suddenly. Instantly the rear end of the car 
rose up into the air, the first trailer dashed 
underneath it, practically telescopingit, while 
the front end of the second trailer dashed 
upon the rear platform of the first trailer. 

Meehan plunged forward like a cannon 
shot and fell prostrate in the street ahead of 
the grip, which was immovable. Around him 
on every side were passengers, hurled right 
and left to the street. Those on the platform 
of the first trailer were thrown head first 
under the grip, and the broken timbers 
pressed upon them and threatened to crush 
out their lives. 


Women Help in Rescue Work. 


Many women who were not seriously in- 
jured fainted, and others suffered from nerv- 
ous shock. Some retained their presence of 
mind and helped the men in the work of 
rescue. 

Policeman Harry Wertheimer witnessed 
the accident and sent in a call for help im- 
mediately and then devoted himself, together 
with shopkeepers and pedestrians, to rescu- 
ing the imprisoned passengers. One by one 
the victims were dragged out and taken to 
physicians’ offices and drug stores, where 
their wounds received attention. 

Four patrol wagons and ambulances from 
as many police stations soon arrived at the . 
wreck and the policemen were busy for a, 
time in taking the most seriously injured 
to hospitals.. 

Besides those known to have been injured 
scores of others sustained slight bruises and 
cuts which did not delay them and they 
hurried to their work by other surface lines. 


Conductor Tells of Accident. 

Arthur Gutke, conductor of the first 
trailer, gave his version of the accident at the 
Rawson street police station. 

“The cars were crowded,” he said, “ and 
were moving rapidly. Near Evergreen av- 
enue there was a sutiden stop, and then 
a crash as my car plunged under the grip. 
An instant later the second trailer «had 
crashed into the rear platform of my car. The 
passengers were thrown from their seats and 
piled in a heap on the floor, across the seats. 
or on the pavement. I was standing in the 
center aisle near the rear platform. I was 
hurled to the front of the car and fell on 
top of several passengers. I did my best to 
assist the injured and did not know that I was 
hurt myself until.after it was all over.” 


Traction Company Blamed. 

Business men along Milwaukee avenue de- 
clared that the track and cable slot had been 
in dangerous condition for years. 

“I have expected such an accident for a 
long time,’ said I. L. Quales. a druggist at 
1086 Milwaukee avenue. “ The tracks are 
old and the cable slot has spread so much 
that the wheels of buggies and wagons are 
frequently caught in it.”
